* have put her in a Way to ^have maintained her, but 

* her Pride would not permit her to comply, forfooth I 

* Her Mother muft ftarve becaufe -fhe would not lofe 

* her Maidenhead. A fine Duty, indeed I'

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DuRiKG this time, Frank y who was emploj'd m 
recovering Mrs. FairchiUy had not attended to the 
Harangue that Mrs. Clinch was making, till fummmoned 

by the Word D Sy he alked with fome Vehemence, 

if /he dared to (ay Lydia was a W— e ? 

* No/ fays Mrs. Clinch, * I don't fay ihe is, but I 

* fay it is better ihe was ; becaufe then fhe might have 

* prevented this, maintained her Mother, and lived like 

* a great many other Girly. There's Bet , and 

< Sally , who drefs as fine as Queens, and live as 

* well as any Ladies in the Land, are not they W — s ?' 

* And would you have Zj^/m Fair child be a W— e? 
fays Franky leaving the Mother, and ftepping up to the 
Face of Mrs. Clinch. 

*• Yes,' replied this fweet Woman,' better than flic 

* .are, every Day.' 

* Better than Lydia Fairchildy replied Franks ' 
fcarce keeping his Hands from her, though a Woman, 

* you Creature !' 

^ * Me a Creature, Fellow ! I'll have you to know I 
^ fcorn your Words ; I am no Creature, but an hcf- 

* neft Woman, and keep an honeft Houfe, and will 

* not be cheated by any Lydia Fairchild alive j therc- 

* fore the old Woman (hall troop to-day into the 
"* Streets J they owe me for three Months Lodging.— ' 

* I have a Family of my own that muft be maintained, 
.* and Times are hard, and Rent nmft be paid, and ' 

* Money is fcarce.' 

* What is the Money,' (zj^ Frank. 

* Thirty Shillings,' anfwers Mrs. Clinch. 

* Hard hearted Brute,' fays the Valet, * What ! ' 

* expofe old Age to the Street for thirty Shillings : 

* ril pay you that Sum. — Be gone, leave the Room:' 
which Ihe obeyed, infenfible to Mrs. Fairchild'sMifery} 
muttering that fhe would have her Meney. 

At this Moment the poor old Woman recovering a

Lydia heard thefe Words with the utmoft Senfi- 
bility and Joy % her Hand' grafpt faft by his, then- 
Eyes meeting in Beams of Extacy, that (hone through 
Tears of Ldve ; ^ ray Lord,* fiie cry'd». ' tho' I freely 

* own with Rapture, I hear this Refolution ; yet 

* many Things have mtervened flnce I faw you, which 

* have fullied my Reputation ; thefe muft be all 

* cleared off; the Mift, which hangs upon the Cha- 

* rafter of her you love, muft be driv^ away, afU 

* fhall be bright and becoming the Woman, who is 
. * to be blei^in your Embrace; your WMfe fhall be 

* clear, as the Morning Ray, froni all Stain and Suf- 

* picion J and though my. Heart is pure as Virgin 

* Snow, and even Diftrddion may be the Confequence 

* of this Refolution, Proof o( this Innocence ihafl be 

* obtained before 1 dare to giVe myfel', wretched as I 

* appear, to your Arms, the beil of Men.' 

The Earl then afked her, / what could be fofnci- 
*- ent Reafon to delay his Blifs ? J am fatisfied, tha^ 

* you- are Virtue itfeif, my lovely Lydia ^ your PafliOn 

* pleads my Caufe.' * My Lord/ lays /lie, ' but 

* Reafon too fhall confirm it ,> then, — then,' — fhe faicL, 
beholding his Lordfhip ^^ith ineffable TendePnefs. 

,- *. Tell me all/ he cry'd ' again, taking her to his 
* Bofonu 
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Lydia then began, and was proceeding in the Story 
of her Treatment by the Vifcount Flimfy ; at which 
Time, Franks who had been fearching her, was re- 
turned to the Chamber ; who hearing her Voice with- 
in, animated with this Sound, opened the Door, and.

This Figure, fo fine, foon attracted the Eyes of 
the AiTcmbly. which was very numerous: At firft', 
a thoufand GueiTes were made, who (he could be;

* your Sea Calf : Pray is that the* Bow and Arrow 

* witlj which you wounded the Monfter?' 

* Madam,* fays LAdy^ Flimfyy * I am pert and 

* proud too, in weunding that Heart which you 
*^ ihotat, and was invulnerable from your Shafts.' 

* I SHOOT at liis Heart! pretty little Innocent; 
' you will one Day bequeath that Crefent on your 

* Head, to the Forehead of your Dearee, I prefume/ 

* Madam, he tells me he would rather have it 

* from my Hands, than yours ; but I Jhall endeavour 

* to fceep it myfelf, becaufe I know you envy it me.' 

* Why, really, Madam, you profited much by your 

* Studies in Cogent -Gar den' fays Lady Betty. 

* That w»ill be an Encouragement for youT I hope, 

* Madam, to ply there, and finifh your Charafter, 

* which wants only that to compleat it.' 

During this timt the Laugh ran high againflLady 
Betty Wriggle : She therefore withdrew, with faying, 

* Train up a Child j' ' True,' fays Lady Fumjy^ 

* and you prove that when it is old it will keep to 

* the lame Way it was bred in.' 

This Stroke of old was the fevereft of all; for 
Lady Bftty^s Years had already exceeded the Game, 
and the Symptoms of old Maid began to appear vi- 
fible, ox rather too vifible in her Face and Difpo- 
fition i ihe therefore Ihecr'd off, and changed her Do- 
Inino. 

Mr. itveetivoody believing this fplendid Figure to 
be Lady Liheral, concluded the other was Lady 
Flimjy ; the Head of her Domino was up, to conceal 
her Hair; he therefore began with alkmg her when 
ihe left IVorcefierfbire ?

This Stroke was toa interefting for SweetiuooJ to 
trifle with: He faid., * tell me, I implore you, Ma- 

* dam, whoeveir you are, if what you fay is true, 

* that I may fly this Kingdom ; I cannot bear to live,' 
^ and behold her in another's Arms/ 

* Poor Love-fkk Swain!' fays Lady i7/«^, follow 
< me, and I'll explain the whole Matter to you,' the 
Company that was with her, accompanying them ; 
when being withdrawn into a Corner, ihe beo;an to tell 
Mr. S'weet'wooJ a Talc of well -imagined Falfehood, 
afluring him, that Lady FlimJ} had abul^d his Paflion 
for her, that flie was feduced by the Love of Richer 
to marry Lord Beefy as he was called, and many p^ 
tirer Things; alt .which being foundjed on Paflages 
that he knew to be true, and heightened by Fancy; 
wiih much probable Cirumftance, had a ftfange Effe6l 
Vpojihim. * And now, Sir,* fays ihe, * that you may 

* not be induced to believe, that becaufe this is fcjid 
« from behind- a Mafique, it contains nothing but Rail- 

* lerv, I will difcover who I am to you ;' when juft 
taking off her Mafque, SnjQeet^oQd beheld the Face of 
her he adored. .-^ ' 

Ho^y great And unexpe<aed was this Diicoyery! 
The Tide of Joy, v/hich had been ebbing fom his Bo- 
fom, during this Relation, returned with fueh Impe- 
tuofity, it almofl: overwhelm'd his Soul ; the Eyes of 
Lady Flimfyy the Mafque being removed,^ like the 
Sun-beams, when an Eciipfe paffes ofl^, darting Light, 
Heat and Chearfulnefs through his whole Fabric. 

SwKEi vvoon then joined the Party.

* Thehe's a.l>oftprFtfi(/?«i, who, I ?.m fure, is no 

* Conjurer; a Huffar, who never drew a Sabre; a 

* Shepherd who makes Love in the Language of JVap- 

* ping; and a Poet, without Verfe or Repartee,' 

* fays Mr. Siveetivood. 

' These are all Proofs indeed,' lays Lady Flimfy, 
^ how much we are Strangers to ourfelves, and the 

* Parts we are fit for; and I doubt not, but more 
^ than one half of the Company a6t as prepofteroufly 

* bare- faced in common Life, as they do in Mafque- 

* rade.' 

' And left we ihould catch the Tnfedlion, hi us re- 
^ tire,' (ays Lady Liberal ; * for I am thoroughly fa- 

* ted of this Folly and Non(enfe, and play the good

cording to the true Narrative of our Hiftory, we fliall 
now proceed to lay before our Friends what pafled in 
Worcefterjbire, at Fairland-QoMit, the Scat of Ladj 
Flimjy, 

A RICH Widow 18 feldom deflitute of Admirers ; 
and when Beauty, Nobih'ty, and Youth are joined to 
the former Qualification, it is lefs to be wondered at» 
thct Suitors fliould throng in Crowds to offer their 
Tenders of Affeftion to (uch Perfons. 

In Confequence of thefe Qualifications, PftieUpe had 
fcarce more Suitors at her Palace in Ithaca^ than Ara^ 
l^ellaVi^covinttCs Flittijfy, had at her Cou try-Seat; and, 
indeed, the Situation of thefe two Ladies was in fome 
Refpeds refembling each other j each of them being 
determined never to crown the Addrefles of thofe who 
folicited their Affections. 

NoTwiTHSTANDiKG this LIkenefs between Pfw- 
lo/^e in Greece i and Arabelia in England; the Situation 
of U-yJfes and Mr. S<weeiwooJ were extremely diffe- 
rent. '^ 

Thf. Hero of Antiquity, wandering thro' Perils, 
which kept him from being acquainted with what pad 
at his own Court, and with his Queen; whilil Mr. 
S*weet<wood was continually alarmed with the Intelli- 

fence of new Lovers ; U/yJ/as Pain arofe from his 
nowing nothing of what befel the Idol of his Heart; 
and the Brir9ns from being too inlfcimately acquainted 
with all that palTd at Fair l/m J- Court. 

And yet notwithftanding, the great Pain of each 
was owing to his being withheld from viliting the A- 
bode of his Soufs Defires. 

Amongst the Lovers which rendered their Vows 
to Arabella Vifcountefs of Flimsy were four more re- 
markable than the reft ; the Herd being no more than 
the Herd, are not to be diftinguifiied by any thing 
worth an Hillorian's Notice. 

The firft: was Sir Timothy Lhughloudy a Baronet of 
an ancient Faniily, of four-thoufand a Year Eftate-; 
he was about thirty Years old, of a cbearful Counte-

Cenclufion. * Therefore I am a Man.' 
In this Manner of reafoning alfo he proved him- 
felf to be more a Man than any one alive ; * for,' fays 
he, * if Laughing diftinguilhes the buman Kind from 

* all the other Beings of the World, he that laughs 

* moft is moft diftinguifhed ; and therefore, I that 

* laugh more than any ten Men, am more a Man 

* than any others to that Number ;' in Proof of 
which, like Torick^ he often fet the Table on a Roar 
tho' in another Way, by his own Laughing. Good- 
Chear was his chief Delight, though he was rather 
better to precede than follow at a Haunch of Venifon, 
being excellent at difcovering the beft P*rt, and as 
well (killed in dilfefting it as the beft Ajiatomift in 
Europe: Indeed, his being equal to ten Men w.as an 
Idea very apt to intrude into his Thoughts on this 
Occaiion, and dired his Hand at the firft Slice of. 
this favourite Englijb Viand, which fometimes 
created no little Surprize, and frequently no lefs Dif- 
pleafure, in thofe of the Company who came after, 
and were not acquainted how many he was eating 
for. 

However, though, as hath been already faid, 
moft good Appetites would have chofen to go before 
him in eating, yet in drinking he was moft admirable 
to foHowj and no Man in his Majefty's Dominions 
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knew how to 611 and circulate with more Grace and 
Expedition -, the Bottle, like the Sun keeping its per- 
petual Courfe, rifing in one Part of the Circle, and 
letting in another : No Jojhua ever bidding it (land ftiil 
at his Houfe, till the Battle was decided ; the Hoft 
being equally prepared for nocturnal as diurnal Com- 
bats. 

He was moft admirable at the plain Joke, and fin- 
gle Entendre, conftantly prefacing his Potation with 
that venerable Health which has for Ages held its 
G found, and continued unrivaPd in this liland till the 

florious and immortal King WUliam^ of ever pious 
Memory, introduced another, to his tinfpeakable Ho- 
nour, to the Subje^s of Great-Britain : In / 

it remained fupreme till the prefent P , with fiich 

exemplary Piety, fill'd the Throne of ♦ » ». Thcfe 
Men, . fuch is the Force of Novelty, and Power of 
Virtue, haye converted the Hearts of fome of their 
Subjeds and Fellow-countrymen from the old Toaft 
to the new, by which they have made them much 
more confpicuous Lovers of Mankindy and humanely 
confidering the frail Nature of our Species, taught 
them to look, like the Janus of the Ancients, be- 
hind as well as before, for their Pleafures and Toaftj. 
Th e Introduftion of this fole Improvement, has coft 
this Nation Millions of Men, and Milliojis of Money ; 
aJl which is yet coniidered as cheaply purchafed by 
Diffenters (jf all Denominations, throughout the King- 
dom ; fo grateful are they to the crown'd Head, 
which introduced this new Blefllng to the Nation; 
though the Irijh feem to receive their Patron in this 
Affair in quite a different Light ; but they are ». dull 
Set of Beings. 

This Baronet then had a Month's MinJ to the 
Dowager Vifcountefs: his Heart, being deeply hidden 
in folid Flelh, was fecured from the little Arrows of 
thofe Cupids, which lurk within the Dimples,' and 
lye in Ambulh in the Eyes of Beauty ; like Hudikras^ 
thofe Shafts which wounded him, were dire^ed from 
that cunning Archer, who took his Stand upon the 
inviting Spot of her Jointure land.

In fa6l, he concluded, that more Eftate would pro- 
duce more good Chear, more ^ood Ghear more Com- 
pany j and moreover the Venifon of FairlanJ-Covtrt 
Park was reputed to be of -excellent Flavour ; as a 
Woman (he might bring him an Keir, and which was 
all he defired of her as a Woman ; he knew himfelf 
too well' to imagine he fhould die of a Dilappointment 
in Love. 

This was the Foremoft of the amorous Troop. 

Besides this Gentleman, there was a fleek Divine 
of the Church of ff^orceffer, who came there onljr as 
a Vifitor in Appearance, though fecretlj defigning t© 
fap the Citadel of Widowhood, and change the Go- 
vernor of the Caftle. 

His Name was Lurcher; he was fmooth and fim- 
pering in Speech, well formed, of a healthy Complex- 
ion, very white Teeth, and white Hands $ to both 
which he was more attentiwe than to Prayers, and his 
Duty on Saints Day ; never forgetting to pav his De- 
votion to the firft, and fcarce ever remembering to 
attend to the (econd. 

This Gentleman played the Harpfichord well, 
and fung not amifs; he was preparing his Soul, and 
adapting it for the heavenly Manfions, by a dole Ap- 
plication to the Study of Muiic, more than to Di- 
vinity ; he was a Beau to the Extremity of divine Per- 
niillioh: his elegant Pumps were faftened by as elegant 
a hollow Silver-Buckle, at a Diilance much refembling 
thofe fet with Stones; his Stockings were of Black- 
filk ; his Breeches of Black-velvet j his Waiftcoat of 
Black-fattin ; and his Coat a dark-gray, of the French^ 
frock cut J the Chkerling of Lawn, waved down his 
Shirt-bofom, from a Neck moft accurately plaited; 
and round the Slits of his Wrifts creept a little foH- 
tary Fril of Lawn alfo, which only lerved to virakc 
the Heart- felt Sigh, at viewing this diminutive 
Ornament. Alas! it reminded him of the unhappy 
Slate of his two white Hands, which his inconfiderate 
and rafli Vows of Religion had totally condemned to 
a fevere Abflinence from all Lay-ornament. 

His Peruke was prieftly fmart, and his Hat wan^ 
ted but a Button to n\ake it like that of other Men. 
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He accompanied every Speech with a Smile (it 
feems he had been diftinguiihed by Nature with a 
dimpled Che^k) and read a Play to great Perfection, 
quoted Shakefpear with great Readineis, but was 
(omewhat diibious in Evangelical Citations, for which 
Reafon he fcarce ever rifqued them. To balance 
thjs Failing, he was extremely learned in all the ne^ 
Produftions of the Year, and hit off an Epigram or a 
three ftanzed Sone with fome Reputation. However, 
to fave himfelf the Drudgery of a Divine, he had 
purchaied a Collection of Manufcript Sermons, war- 
ranted Originals, which had gained him the Repu- 
tation of a pretty Preacher ; he was not much a Lo- 
ver of the Bottle, but a conftant Tea-drinker with 
the Ladies; and, tho' it muft be allowed the Com- 
mon-Prayer Book was as feldom found in his Pocket, 
a^ in that of any other Divine ; j^et, to his immortal 
Honour, he never defiled U with a Cork-fcrew. 

This Ertamorato^s Purfuit was not directed in a 
ftraieht Line towards the Attainment of his Wifhes ; he 
a£tea an indireCt and inferior Character, accompanied 
.ajl he fpoke to the Vifcountefs with a moft peculiar 
Mark of polite Diflindtion, and heard all fhe laid with 
the moft profound Attention ; he confirmed the Juf- 
tice of her Remarks with Obiervations. of his x>wn, 
was all Obedience to whatever fhe delired, and fought 
every littk Occafion. to manifeft the moft diiintereft- 
cd Refpedt, without hinting the leaft Intention of 
his Defign, whifpering ten Thoufand Admirations 
to thofe Ladies which were often in Company with 
the Vifcountefs, of her Underftanding, Delicacy, Beau- 
ty, and other Perfections, extolling her playing the 
Harpfichord, and fmging beyond every thing. 

In faCt, he crept along the Zig-zag of Poffeffion, 
which, like Roads cut from Side to Side down fteep 
Hills, frequently lead more fafe and furely, though 
lefs fpeedily than the ftraightLine, to the obtaining our 
Defires, and the Journey's End. 

The next Lover was Earl Juvenile, a Nobleman of 
Fifty in all Appearance, and according to his own Ac- 
count i but his Calculation of Time, was neither a- 

greeable 
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grecable to the Julian or Gregorian^ the Old or New- 
Style : He had introduced into his Kalendar Leap- 
Year once in every fix, of quite a dift'erent Nature 
from what is diftinguilhed by that Appellation in the 
common Almanacks; for, whereas, in every fourth 
Year, in the vulgar Method of Computation, a Day 
extraordinary leaps into it, more than in the other 
three ; in his Account a whole Year leapt entirely out 
of the Kalendar once in every fix, by which Manner 
of Computation he was but fifty in his Style, and fix- 
ty in that of all others. 

This Nobleman was one of the Buck-order .'of 
mortal Beings ; no Man rid the great Horfe, danced 
a Minuet, fenced, or perform'd his corporeal Ex- 
crcifes with more Applaufe than he had done dur- 
ing his Youth, or had been> engaged in more In- 
trigues. 

Indeed he had led a Life of Gsdety at?d Pleafure 
in his earlier Days, and yet was hale and a^ive,. efpe- 
cialiy after Dinner, when he had taken almoft his 
Bottle of Claret ; there remained in him, walking or 
riding. Symptoms of his former Excellencies in thofe 
Exercifes ; and a certain animal Vivacity, very rarely 
found at (uch Ages and in Men of fuch Difpofitions^ 
was remarkable in him. 

It feems he had fpr many Years paffed the folita- 
ry Life of a Widower ; but being now in his latter 
Spriilg, his Head ran upon a Wife, and his Imaginati- 
on had a frefh Vegetation of matrimonial Defire ; 
though moft of his Friends believed t}ie Produce 
would be but wateriih, and want Sun-ihine to ripen 
it. 

There was alfo one favourite Subjeft in which he 
peculiarly delighted, and never feemed to be tired of, 
which was himfelf, and his own Exploits ; every fin- 
gle CifcumHance of his Life being, as he conceived, 
an interefting Subjedt to the World ; fo very modeft 
was he, and fo little did he require from others in 
Converfation,' that, provided his Companions would 
but lend an Ear to his Tales, he was as much, nay, 
more pleafed with their Company, than, if they had 
given him whole Houts of their Converfation, or 
D 3 talkN

talk'd like Socrates or Demofibenes ; fiich was the Ha- 
miiity, and fo fmall were the Expeflations of this 
Nobleman. 

He required nothjng but the Senfe of Hearing from 
his Aflbciates; and if thej had been born dumb, 
provided they had not been born deaf too, he would 
not have thought it a Grievance or Want of focial Fa- 
culties in his Companions, to have found Talking for 
the whole Company. 

Such was this Earl, who was making his AddrefTes 
to Lady Flimly j he was of a meagre Habit, and dreft 
mod fiamingiy fine in Gold-lace and Embroidery, like 
the Gla/fofjiury-ThoTn, crowned with BlolToms in 
the Winter of his Life ; that is, according to the Opf- 
Jiion of thofe who reckoned by the Gregorian Style, 
and were ignorant of his internal Vigour and Manner of 
Computation. 

The laft of the Four, which we have mentioned as 
diftinguifliable from the Herd, was one, whom the 
Laws of Honour will not permit us to ftyle ci- 
ther Gentleman or Noble ; being the reputed Son of a 
Duke, whole Mother had never been wedded, even 
fo much as in the German Way, by the Left-hand, 
to his Grace. Yet, fuch was the perverfe Difpoliti- 
on of the World, his Father, according to the Opini- 
on of moft, and particularly his Mother, who was 
deep in the Secret, was imagined to be a neighbour- 
ing Butcher, with whom the Lady, who had bleffed 
the World with this Being, had formerly lived in much 
Intimacy ; and fuch was her Benigniiy of Heart to 
her old Benefactor, that ever after, during Life, an4 
her future Splendor, (he was fuppofed to have re- 
tained a moft grateful Senfe of his former Kind- 
nefs, and manifefted it by every Favour in her Power. 
Notwithstanding this rare Benevolence and 
Proftjfion of Goodnefs in his Mamma, fo blind and 
Inattentive was this Son to the Excellencies of his dear 
Parent, that in his Converfation he feldom mentiQned 
her Name, becaule it feems her Virtues had been fui- 
lied by her being born the Daughter of an Hedge Ale- 
drab i but then his Duty to his reputed Sire, I meaii 
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liis Grace, was ever before his Eyes, and hrs wliole 
Mind and Converfation wer« engaged in defcanting 
upon that noble Orlgmal, from whence moft People 
fofpedled he had not drawn one Drop of Blood. 

Alas I fuch rs the undirtiful Nature of human 
Kind, fo little did the Virtues of his Mother, to 
whofe Care of fubftituting a Butcher to a Prince, 
his whole Happinefs and Exiftence was owing, and fo 
much the Nobility of bis No-father, influence his 
Mind and Behaviour. 

This partial Attachmen^t to Honour, beyond Vir- 
tue, however, did not convince the World of his be- 
ing honourably defcended ; for, though his Grace 
was very fond of acknowledging hkxi for his Son, yet 
there was a certain Argument which influenced very 
much the Opinion of his Acquaintance, that the 
Slayer of Oxen was mightily concerned in the making 
him; this was a moft remarkable Refemblance be- 
tween him and the Butcher^ and not the feaft be- 
tween him and his Grace. 

This Phenomenon, however, we are not fo igno- 
laat of the Operations of fenfible Objects on the hu- 
°i^ Mind, as to iniift that it could take its Origin 
from no other Caufe; fince we have ourfelves heard 
it frequently aflerted by the Motifs of Children, 
who have refembled a Friend or J^fdghbour more than 
a Huband, that this Likenefs has taken its Rife from 
their earneft thinking on that Man at the Moment of 
Conception; and this, ^ as it has already frequently 
eafed the Doubts of many a good Man, will, we hope, 
have the fame EfFe^l, and fatisfy many of our Readers 
*lfo on future Occafibns of the like Kind. 

This Refemblance, and fome other Circumftances 
concurring, had given this neither gentle or noble Man 
the happy and dillinguifhing Appellation of my Lord 

We (hall , however, deicribe his Perfon and Parts, 
flnd then leave it with all poflible Impartiality to be 
decided by our Readers, to whom he was indebted for 
his Original, the Peer of the Realm or the Slaughterer 
of Oxen. 
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Not to be too minute in his Defcription, he had a 
peculiar Clumiiners fronv Head to Foot, which is not 
^afily paralklled bj any thing Qn this Side the Ardic 
Circle, and the Hills of Lapland y his Limbs {t^mtd 
to have been fornned without Articulations, with that 
unfiniih'd Appearance, which has bequeathed to the E- 
Icphant the Reputation of having no Joints; and in- 
deed, his Manner of moving juftified this Way of 
Thinking ; his Knees feeming ftiff in the Places of bend- 
ing, like Hinges grown immoveable by Ruil. 

Owing to this lingular Conftru^liop, it was, that 
in his Walk he did not move forward in all Parts of 
his Body, like Men in general $ but firft on one Stde» 
and then on another, like a Wheel-barrow fct on its 
two Handles, which a Perfon dircfts from behind^ 
by firH advancing one Handle, and then another f 
bis Head and Face were rather coloifal than human $ 
this Accident had induced many People to believe» 
thait his Mother, during her Pregnancy, had longed for 
the Head of a large Dutch Ship's Rudder, or that of the 
Giant in G uUSall y v/hich had communicated that Set 
of Features to her Offspring. 

He was extremely like a Statue after the firft Chip- 
pings, which a Sculptor has thrown afide, as not worth 
iniihing. 

• No T w I T H sT AT* D I N 6 the fingular Conformation 
of this Body, and thefe Features, they were moft ad- 
mirably adapted to the exprelling the Difpofitions of 
his Soul, the prevailtng Pacuities of the mental Part 
being confpicuoufly.iignified to all Beholders, in the 
happy Union of Pride and Brutality. 

So perfedt was Nature in her finifhing this favourite 
Production, fhe was determined that no Man fhould 
err in perceiving her Deiign ; that nothing therefore 
Q)ight be deficient to. proclaim to all Mankind the 
true Charadlerlftics of the Tenant of this Body, (he 
had pre fen ted him with a Voice that was rather a 
Gurl, Hke an old Lion gnawing a Bone, than a hu« 
man Sound ; fo that every Word which he pronounc- 
ed, however delicate the Idea might be which was 

annexed 
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annexed -to it, created an Averfion in the Hearer* 
and loft its original Senfe, by coming from his Throat/ 

Pride and Brutality being his chara^terifing Qua- 
lities, he was conftantly engaged in AtSls of Tyranny over 
his Domeftics and Tenants, and]ong Converfatioas of 
his noble Dfefcent, with all other People. 

He was fingnlarly remarkable in his Manner of 
confldering Women. Beauty had no more Effe^ on 
his Gothic Organization of Soul, than Feathers on 
Diamonds. -* 

He conceived a Woman a^ a mere Machine to get 
Children upon, and that Man was turned loofe 
amongft the Females of his Species, like a Bull afnongft* 
a Herd of Heifers, to prjopagate., without Preference, 
where Luft directs and dictates. 

But as Money is fubfervient to the Ideas, of Pride,, 
and the Execution of brutal Power, he thought it worth, 
while, on thatJConiideration, to tye hi mfelf nominally. 
to one Woman, for the. Sake of pofleffing that pre- 
valent Ingredient, and getting Heirs according to 
Law. 

- As ta all" the tender Senfations of the human Heart, 
and fentimental Ideas of pure PaiHon in its utraoft 
Perfeftton, the Delijghts of Souls, enraptured and 
combined, he was an utter Stranger. 

Yet, to do him Juftice, he pofleiTed fome Philo- 
(bphy, and was much a Stoic in one Senfe of the 
Word; no Man on Earth being lefs moved by the Plea- 
fures and Pains, the Joya and Sorrows, which others- 
ienew^, than this Man. 

His own Feelings of the pleafing Kind were always 
nianifefted by Infolence and Triumph, and of the Dif- 
pleafing by Rage and Blafphemy. 

Having thus given a Sketch of this Perfon, hi* 
Soul and Body, let the World now judge whether he 
could owe his Original to a Being endowed with the 
charafteriftic Qualities of true Nobility. 

This Man, however, had been left by the Duke, 
who was induced to believe him his Son, an Eftate of 
three Thoufand a Year: He had atfo taken it into his 
Head to conceive Lady Flimfy\ Fortune a proper 
Match for his ; in confequence of which he had ap- 
, D 5 ' pearcd 
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peered at Fairland-QoMn to propofe himfelf a Suitor 
a id profane the Altar of Love by his pretending ta 
lacrifice on it to that Paffion. 

These were the four Suitors who were forming 
Pretenfions to the Perfon and Eftate of Arahella^ ViP- 
countefs of Flimfy: The Impreflions which were made 
on her Heart by thefe humble Servants, were fo exaftljr 
equal, that it was irapoflible for the niceft Hjc^ofta- 
tic-balance to decide which had the Preference in her 
Mind, and for this fimple Reafon, her being determi- 
ned never to give the leaft Encouragement to any of 
thcm^ xo fay the Truth, the Divine had kept his 
Defign fo much under his Subje6lion, that her Lady- 
fliip did not conceive the leaft Intimation of his Inten- 
tions, vifiting her always in Company with Ladies 
from W^rcefter^ on purpofc to deceive the Eye, 'and 
hold ftill the babbling Tongue of Fame. 

These Admirers of the Lady, or her Poflcflion^, 
though they had hot created the leaft Influence on the 
Heart of the Vifcountefs, had yet made no fmall Im- 
preflion on that of Mr. Siveetivoodi his Bofom was in 
eternal Palpitation, through Fear of lofing aH he 
loved. 

Forbidden/, as he was, from vifiting, and all per- 
fonal Attendance, he was determined to write, and 
lay his Soul out upon Paper, though that Privilege 
had been denied him alfo. 

In Confequence of this Refolve, he wrote her 
ihit following Epiftle : -

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tue an Anfwer in this Moment of Dijlrefs^ *wbich may 
relieve my Anxiety ^ ivbat celeftial Benevolence muft I 
deem it I 

Hard Fate to be exiled from tbe only Land I love ! like 
Dives to look into Heaven^ heboid you y he in Agonies at 
the Separation^ and not have one Drop of tender Truth 
to foothe the Fever of my Soul. 

Hotv am I torn *with Pajtom, vohich rend my Heart- 
in Pieces by their different and dijiraSing Poiuers ! 

Why mufi thofe^ vuhofe Souls are unequal to the Blift 
«/ Loving^ be permitted to gaze ivhole Days upon you ; 
and I, without havings once offended, by ta fling the Joys 
vohich are inter did ed, doomed to a more fever e Fate than 
our fir ft Parent? though driven from Paradife he pofftf-- 
fed bis Eve. 

I fear y oh! forgive me , 1 fear Viith all that is ange^ 

lie* you may be yet a ffoman: my fufpicious Soul <wilh 

not permit me to hear of thofe *who novj vifit you* and 

feel a Moments '^ietudei conftder vihat I once lofi anS 

Jufferd, 

I tremble, even through Dread of the Suecefs of 
thofe Men* tvhom I believe you contemn; and having fa 
much to lofey am become fleeplefs in thinking of that Irea* 
fure vohich I am forbidden ivatch.

This was the general Converfation and Opinion 

which every Lady entertained* not forgetting to add 
fome other farcaftic Strokes on Lady Fnmjy^ who was 
considered as a Monopolizer in Love, and confequentl^ 
not regarded very favourably by the other Females of 
Worcefierjbire. 

As yet no one of thefe Gentlemen had broken his 
Mind, or declared his Intention to theVifcountefs. 

This did not arife from that Timidity, which often 
pofTeiTes the Hearts of thofe who are deeply in Love, 
and long prevents their Lips from uttering what their 
Souls are totally engaged in.

Now the Baronet, though intimidated to hisSoul^ 
when about to fpeak his Mind to the Lady, was, by no 
means afraid of declaring it to any Man alive.

*lv7ere Baronets before yours was known to exift.* 

* What,' fays he, • becaufe Lords are now made as

* does your Lordfhip think I am afraid of you ? as to 

* your Swords, I know nothing of them, but as to a 

* Blunderbufs in a Saw- pit, have at you whenever you 

* pleafe,' replied the Baronet. 

Things proceeding in this Manner, hvidy FUm/y in- 
terrupted the Difputebyperem^torilyinfifting on their 
leaving her Houle, or difcontinuing the Subject on 
which they were engaged. 
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Iv Confequence of this a profound Silence enfuecT, 
the Earl depending on his Skiil in the Sword, longing to 
nin the Baronet through the Body ; and Sir Ttmotfy^ 
knowing himfelf a good Shot, to blow the Earl's Brains 
out It feems, to aggravate their Difference, the Earl 
and the Baronet were of oppotite Parties, and oppofed 
each other moftr cordially at every Eledtion, in every 
Borough in the County.

* nine Species? Did not he bark. Madam? What 

* pity it IS he is difgraced with a Fortune! Methinks 

* his Eftate rather renders him more (hocking, as one

' He eats like a Canibal, and drinks like the Cen- 

* ter-arch of Weftminjier-Bridge, What a bleffed

* all Guts and Midriff:' Then foftening his Voice, 
and bowing moft refpe6lfully, he continued;

* Profpedt of Happinefs in the connubial State.' This 
he pronotinced with an iniinuating Look and tender 
Expreilion, when the Bell rung to fummon them to

During this Time, the Baronet having difeernedf

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Perplexity; he fincerely repented his Yefterday's In- 
folence, but he knew internal Compunftion would not 
efface external Injury : He faid in great Trepidation, 
'* To-morrow FU meet you, let me make my Will 

* firft :* * Sirrah, I fee your Cowardice, you will ef- 

* cape meat any Rate: What is become of your Yef- 

* terday's bluftering? Tell me what muft be done to 

* provoke you?' At which Words ^^wf^/wW ftretch-

This Appointment, therefore, was long premeditated 
between thefe two Gentlemen, that at Mr. GopdftUvw'^

£urope, when all the World knew it was in Germany 
Mr. S^weetwood, ftill pretended Ignorance of thefe Mat- 
ters. The Map being now difpatched, astfaatArgn- 
•mcnt was ended, Mr. Gooiifellow filled a Bumper of 
Port, and faid to Mr. Matbematic , * Come, Sir, my 
-* Service to yoti, I never beat. a Man in my Life, but 
r* I drank to him.' BroaJfif^ and mine Hoft enjoying 
the Gonqueft with much Pieafure, leering upon each 
other. However, Matbematic himfelf was grievoufl/ 
nettled lobe driven fipomtfce Truth, and lole the Tri- 
umph, when he had really got the Viftory.

* myfelf contemn'd, was worth preferving. I had 

* prepared the Strings of ♦ Wampum to ratify the 

* Treaties of Alliance to be concluded with the Great 

* Kins. The TifcorhiiTouflen fhould have been given 

* to his M ; but, alas ! fuch has been my Recep- 

* tion, I have hitherto found no Anfwer, and now def- 

* pair of it, reje^ed and defpifed. 

• Oh I ye Onondagans^ how are ye fallen ! ye anci-

other^ made of a Vegetable, 'which, in their Tongue^ is 
called Tifcorhipbfen, This IVord, by the hefi Mafters 
in that Language, is tranflated into Hemp in Englifh, 
and prefented to inferior Sachems, tvhom they do not fo 
much ejieem j both thefe are frequently worn about tbf 
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^ in vam has given you, Slaves to Men of faithlefi 
^ Soul, whofe Lips are fraught with black Deceit^ 
' formed in one Mould, the (ame Perfidj which went 

* Companion with thofe who left this Land, yet dwells^ 

* amongft the others which remain. 

* What evil Spirit prefided at the Moment of my 

* refolving to come hither ? Oh ! my Life, my Tarico^

* tender Truth, thy breaking Heart, deluded by the 
' Boaft of thofe, who vaunted high the Juftice, Inte-

* pie; to fave my Country, but in vam, I came. 

* Alas! we are the Scorn of thofe whofe Virtues are 

* all venal ; Minions of Drefs, a curled pamper'd 

* Race, who tremble at the northern Blafls, the Slaves 

* of Money j that yellow Ore, changes the Face of 

* Nature ; the Eye fees not, the Ear hears not ^ all 
' human Faculties die before its Influence ; each li- 

* beral Motive of the free-born Soul is quite erazed 

* by that pernicious Influence : Oh ! Bane of every 

* Virtue, Bane of all our InJianFesice and Happinefs; 

* Oceans roll between. Rocks, Woods and Mountains 

* in vain fedude us from the ravenous Thirfl of Gold ; 

* Senfation dies, the Feelings of Humanity expire 

* before hs baneful Breath, frozen is the Heart, the 

* Eye refufes that Tear which Nature gave to wait 

* upon CompafHon ; we die unpitied like the ftricken 

* Deer. Oh, my Country! Oh, Tarico! if e'erthefe 

* Eyes re-vifit and furvey the Soil which gave me Birth, 
' and this fond Heart dances with Ecflacy once more at 
"* thy fweet Voice, thefe Lips fhall tell the Tale of Hor- 
^ ror to the Onondagan Nation . 

* All Commerce fhall be broken, the Tree plucked 

* by the Roots, the Chain of Friendihip quite negled- 

* ed, the War- kettle fhall be boiled, andDifcord eter- 
' nally dwell between us and this faithlefs Nation. 

• But whither am I hurried ? Virtue lives in fullefl 

* Powers within the Bofom of this happy Pair ; Probit 

* and Lydia flill have Indian Sould, miraculous to think ! 

* flill uncorrupted 'midfl polluted Millions.' 
During this enthufiaftic Speech, the Earl and 

Countefs were attentive to what he uttered -, at length 
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bis Lord/hip feeing the Vehemence fubfide, told him 
that there were many People of great Worth and Vir- 
tue in the Kingdom whom he had never feen.

Now that our Readers majnot be led into a Puzzle 
who this Mifs Oldcaftle was, we fhall give a fmall Dc- 
Icri'ption of her Perfon and Qualifications, which per- 
haps may not be unentertiaining to mere City Readeris, 
who have never voyaged beyond the Bills of Mor- 
tality.

Iptuclofey • it is,amazing how fome Folks pretend to be 

* fbme- body.* 

Miss Oldcaflle bein? no mpre than Fifty-two, vigo- 
rous, of a corpulent Habit, and ruddy Complexion^ 
lier Locks incUning to the Carrot, It feems had ft ill 
preierved her Colt's Teeth, and had entertained an 
Ambition of mending her^ Title, tho' Ihe could not , 
her Blood, and hoped to have wedded the Earl of 
Liberal, 

Now, tho' this may feem a little ftrange, that Fifty- 
two fliould dare to marry Thirty-three ; yet it is a 
true Remark, that moft Ladies of that Age think them- 
ielves a Match for the youngeft Man in England^ and 
Will venture to engage him ftark naked without Arms to 
defend theiufelves ; a Mark that feminine Valour, and 
the Race ofBoadicia, are not yet totally worn out of the 
Kingdom.

* married to a Nobleman ?' adding all the former Falf- 
hoods relating to the Countefs, and afHrming them as fo 
many Truths, * I (hiver to think of it.* 

* Madam,* fays Lady //iptfr/)^, who knew Mi fs 0/^- 
. caflle\ DIfpofition, * I am forry you (hiver at what every 

' one ought to love j be pcrfuaded thefe Tales are Fall- 

^ .* hoods,

little Keffii (an^Hciy a Horfe) and proceeded to StM/ft* 
feai here embarking himfelf, and fending back his 
Beaft, he happily arrived with a fair Wind at the Port 
of Biddehrd. 

At this Town, pleafantly feated on the Side of a 
Hill &cing the Rifing-fun, and looking on a River as 
wide at the Thames y over wbofe full Tide twice 
twelve ftrong Arches form a noble Bridge, there was 
at that Time a Company of ilroUing Players; this 
Troop had mod judicioudy pitched upon a larg^ 
Slaughter-houfe for their Theatre, the Place the beft 
adapted in the World for the executing Comedies and 
Tragedies in their Manner. 

Th e Troop indeed was fmall, tonfifting of five Men 
and three Women ; but then it made Amends in Good- 
nefs for what was wanting in Number, all of them 
being Geniufes in the dramatic Way, not one of the 
whole Set, Male or Female, but what was univerfai in 
his Profeffion i they were not like your London Players 
confined to a few particular Parts only, each perform- 
ed every Character with equal Perfedi6n; the Men 
from King Ltar^ Hamlet^ and Othello^ to the Grave- 
digger, Li^or, or Executioner in Tragedy; and, in 
Comedy, either Lord foppin^ton^ Sir John Falflaf^ or 
Abel Dmgger, made no Difference : The Ladies alfo 
in Tragedy and Comedy dropt from SeMdera to Nett^ 
from the Fair Penitent to Miftrefs Abigail in the Drum" 
mer ; and all this in fo excellent a Way, that the niceft 
Judge could not decide which Part was beft play'd ; a 
Circumftance very rarely to be found on any Stage. 

Their Wardrobe indeed was but flender, the Fate 
of Merit, yet (howy for the Quantity ; .the Suits of 
Mens Apparel extremely well laced with ^ilt Leather^ 
which being difpofed withTafle and Utility, a Union 
fo rarely to be met with in th£ fame JPerfon, at once by 
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moft excelleat Contrivance cover'd Holes, and difplay'd 
Finery j one Coat befides, which had been formerly 
black, and was ftill miftaken for that Colour by-night, 
together with Tye-wigs and Bags, Daggers made of 
Oyfter-knives, Swords whofe Rage no Scabbard could 
contain, together with an old Blanket died blue, to be 
fpread for Information to the Audience that fome Death 
was approaching, and to receive the falling Lover, made 
the Play-ho^fe Stock, befides one Set of Scenes adapt- 
ed to aM Plays. The Ladies Drefs indeed fliould claim 
a feparate Defcriptlbn, but as it anfwered in full Jufticc 
to that of the Gentlemen, we fliall omit them. Their 
Drefllng-room may be icen in Mr. Hoganh^s Print of 
that Subje6t, better than I can defcribe it. 

These Deficiencies in outward Appearances, were 
amply fupplied by the Good-will of the young Gentle- 
men of the Town ; Juha never wanted a Banyan to 
make htm an African Prince, nor Cato and his Senate 
good Night-gowns befittmg the Dignity of Roman Se- 
nators ; beiide clean Shirts, which were frequently oi 
no little Advantage when the idle Laundrefs had for- 
gotten to bring home in the Evening the Linen, which 
was delivered in the Morning ; fo that the Stock of 
Shirts being large, almoft every Man having one at the 
Waihing, and Uie other on, it could not be for want 
of Linen, but of clean Linen, thfit fometrmea theie 
Heroes, like Hurry the Fourth of Fr^nct^ vras diftrcft 
for a dean Shirt. 

The Ladies were all born of very good Families, 
rendered unhappy by Love, turn'd out to the World 
by fome cruel Parents or Guardian, left Orphans with- 
out Support, or by fome other blamelefi Misfortune, 
which had forced them, contrary to th.eir natural In- 
clinations, upon the Stage ; for being bred Gentlewo- 
men, they knew not how to work, yet ftill of moft fe- 
vere Chaftity. 

This was a Life, however, they were moft heartrly 
tired of, as appeared from their Converfation in every 
Town theyplay'd, particularly towards the Approach 
of a Benefit-night ; for which Reafon they never failed 
moft humbly.to intreat the Favor of the Town, on this 
particular Occafion, to honour them with their Com- 
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p&ny» and enable them to quit that wretched Life, and 
return to fome dillant Relation who had promiied to 
rfeceive them ; thtis moving the Compaflion of all kind 
Hearts, aad unhackneyd Heads. . 

This Night was to be play'd the Earl of EJfex, or 
th€ Unhappy fa^muritt^ for the Joint-benefit of Mr. 
7h<wackit^ who was to perform the Part of EJfex^ and 
Mifs trudgett^ who reprefented the Queen. 

Indeed the Unhappmcfs of the Earl manifeftly ap- 
peared in al) his Drels, at firft Sight; fo well was it 
adapted to his Circumftances. He was dreflfed in that 
mournful Suit which had been black, and was now of 
a fadder Colour ; hin Bluenrlbband, which croiTed him 
from Shoulder to Flank, was compofed of two greafy 
Top-knots, a Child's Pewter-watch, well laquer'd, 
making the George at the End of it, and that which 
(tirrounded his Leg was, in the literal Senfe, a Garter ; 
his A^ion perfedlyexprefied his Misfortune in being 
in that Situation. 

The Queen herfelf, with a fplendtd Crown of Latin 
richly embofs'dand laquer'd, wasdrefled in a magnifi- 
cent Paper- ruff, and a Robe of bkck Baize, which by 
the Candte-Jight of that Theatre, peculiarly adapted 
to ihow black to the beft Advantage, did not look 
much unlike Velvet to an incurious Eye, particularly 
as the Page behind her, with powder'd Hair hanging 
down his Back,, dreffedina green- filk Waiftcoat, bor- 
rowed of Mailer ^acky »»*•*(! hope I may be 
excttfed for my Prudence in not telling the Name) for 
that Occafion, was conftantly employed to difplay the 
Train with much Oftenration ; this Parade almoft took 
o^ali Sufpicioa that it could be iefs than Velvet. 

The other Parts were all drcfs^d to the like Advan- 
tage. 

Parson Pu^h then being without Company at the 
Evening of his Arrival, and particularly as he had 
never feen a Pky, imagined that he might innocently 
amufe himfelf with this Entertainment, as his Pro- 
feffion of Divinity was not known in that Town, and 
Kis Drefs could give no juft Rcafon to fufped it. 

The Houfe was crowded at the Benefit of thefe fa- 
Yorite Players, and the Parfon, who had^eyer feen a 
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Tragedy before, was totally engaged tn attending the 
Performance ; when the Piece proceeding, and the 
Queen coming to that Part where ihe ftrikes the Earf 
of EJfeXy the Divine abftraded from the Company* 
pleaied with this Behaviour, cried, * There is Tudor 

* for you, thcr^ is a Queen of Whelcb Plood, look you, 

* fliow me fuch now if you dare ; Cot damochee there 
' is the Plood of Owen Tudor for you.' The Audience 
was fnrprifed, the Play was for a Moment fufpended, 
and every Eye was turned on the Divine, who, loft in 
the Joy of Tudor h Refoiution, was above being abaih'd 
by thus exprefling hirtifelf. The Tragedy then went 
on, and Parfon Pugb gave no other vocal Approbatioa 
of the Performance. 

After the Play was ended, the Divine had a great 
Inclination to have fome Difcourfe with this Lady, 
who, to his Apprehenlion, had performed fo exqut- 
fitely well the Part of Queen Elizabeth, and done fo 
much Honour to the Race of 0<wen Tudor, 

He therefore finding that ihe lodged in the Inn ad* 
joining, where he did alfo, repaired thither, and de- 
fired to fpeak with the Lady who performed the Part 
of Queen Elizabtth ; this was readily complied with 9 
and tke Divine, Parfoa Pugb^ was introduced to Mifa 
Trudgeit : On fuch an important Occafion, this Gen- 
tleman fuppofed it abfolutely neceffary to make a^ 
Speech. . » 

' Mat AM,' he begins bowing, * the hexcellent and 

* creat Manner in which you did perform the creat 

* and hexceilent Chara6ter of that creat and hexcellent 

* Queen Elizabeth^ and to ftiuflife to the Defcentant 

* oTOiven Tudor ^ whas maak me teiire to have a lit- 

* tie Converfafhons with you* 

This was as politely returned by Mifs Trudgeit^ and 
the Converfation began. 

The Parfon exprefled himfelf in great Rapture on 
tlie whole of her Performance, particularly the Box. 
o' the Ear. * Let me tell you, Matam, it was teli- 
^ ver'd in a princely Manner ; I whonter how it was 

* pofliple for a Laty, not porn a Princefs, to pehafe 

* in fp princely a Manner.* Mils Trudgeit, who now 
perfeftly comprehended the worldly Knowledge of the 
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l>ivme, told htm that her Mother was a Wekb Lady 
defcended from the Tudgrsi and thence {he believed 
that all her Anions (b much^refembled thofe of a Prin* 
cefs. 

*■ HuR tid peiiefe fo; aye faithe there whas creat 

* Reaibns, ant Caufes, ant Intucements to peiiefe hur 
« whas tefcented from the Line of Oiven 'fudort look 

* 70a.' A Bottle of Wine being then called fpr bjr 
the Divine, he delired the Lady to honour him with 
taking a Glafs, which ihe did for two Reaions* both 

. which o«r Readers may guefs if they can. 

During this Poution, the Parfon was mightily 
taken with the Behaviour of Mifs Trudgeity who waa 

frown wife like Ulyffes from having (een many Cities^ 
nown many Men, and much different Manners ; ihe 
therefore, by a (oh Wheedle, took Poifeillon of the 
Diviners good Opinion, and was enjoying the Conver* 
fatton, and the Wine, attending a Pork-grifkin which 
the Ptribn had alfo ordered for their Suppers, being 
determined to have what was elegant, and of caly 
Di^dion for a Lady of fuch great EOfood. 

DuRiNQ this Time Mr. TS*wackit was employed in 
reckoning the Income of the Houfe, when, to his 
Difpleafure, he found that there were (everal more 
People in the Theatre than there was Money to anfwer 
for their Admiflion, and to the Number of Tickets 
which Mifs Trjtdgeit had declared upon her Honour 
ihe had difpofed of. 

This Circumftance of Deficiency in Ca(h, there- 
fore, being a penetrating Affair, had reached the 
Heart of Mr. Tbnjoackity and ftirring it with fome Vio- 
lence, had fent him to the Apartment of Miis Trudgeit 
in no leis Commotion. 

' Madam,' fays this Gentleman, in burfling into 
the Room where the If^elch Divine, and the Defcen- 
dant of the Line of Tudor ^ were fitting in Converfation 
together, * do you fay you have accounted for all the 
« Tickeu you have difpofed of?' * Sir,' replied Mifs 
Trudgeity rifing in Wrath, • do you doubt my Ho- 
« nour?' 

* Damn 
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* Damn yoiTr Honour, you Brimftone, do you talk 

* of Honour who have cheated me in the Part of my 

* Benefit?' fays ^hwacki^t. 

And in Truth, which Secret we never, would have 
difcovercd had ihe been of the true Tudor Extraction, 
this Lady, who, in the Eyes of Parfon Pughy refembied 
fo much the Manners of a Princdfs (ftrange is the Mix- 
ture of human Nature!) had filch'd fome of fha^ Mo- 
ney which belonged to the Earl oiEJfex, 
• • Damn you, you B — ,' fsLysThwackit,ffwcmt the 
« Money, or ril kick you to HelL* 

* Coot Worts, Coot Worts,' (ays the Patfon, 
Tifing in Wrath, * to you confiter to whom you whas 

* taaking, look you ?* 

* To whom I am talking? To as great a W— e as 

* ever travelled the Rounds of 7>rary-£rtw. TheMo- 

* ney, Madam, or the Kicking, give me th« firft^ or 
» take the laft.* 

-* Puppy/ fiiys fhe, * you haff-ftaryed Rafcaf, who 

* wouW not have had a Shirt to pfayin If you bad not 

* borrowed it of Mr. * * * * : Did not I lend you two 

* Top-knots to make you a Blue-ribband* and a.red one 
' to go round your Leg to make you a Knight of the 

* Garter ; you kick, you kifs ' 

This Speech was inftantly anfwercd by* a Kick. 
When Paf fpn Pt/gh', no longer able to reftrairi hffs Re^- 
(entment at feeing a Defcendant of the Lme of TuJar 
treated In fo indignant a Manner, dealt the Player a 
filawi which being artfully returned, ther6 enfued a 
moft terrible Battle ; the Parfon being the beft Wreftler, 
clofed as foon as he could, and threw the Player a hor- 
rible Fall, which btuifed, and ficken'd him' to the 
Heart j yet not till tte Player, being bdt (killed in 
Boxing, to talk in technical ferriis, had darkened one 
of the Divine's Day-Ugbts^ given him a d^mn'd Drt^ve 
in the Bread-hajkety and almoft cracked bis Km^wJedge- 
box, 

The^ Nolfe alarming the Company in the next 
Room, they hurried In, and parted the two Comba- 
tants, each having rather too much, than enough of 
it, and thus the Battle hung in Equilibrio, and no Side 
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could boaft a Vidtory, Jo^e not having had time 
enough to iet up his great Scales to weigh the Meriti 
of the Combatants. 

During this Scuffle, knd the Fall, fome Money* 
efcaped ironi the Pocket of Parfon Pugh, about five 
Shillings in Silver, which Mifs "Trudgeti pick'd up» and 
fccur'd, left the Player fhould lay claim to it, which 
^iraa the only Thing Ihe engaged in daring the Fray, 
becaufe to be fure flie would not leffen her Hero's' 
Honour^ by fufFerinig the othert ofay they were twoio 
one. 

Mr. Thtvaciit being departed, the Parfon had his 
Handkerchief tied about his Eye, and fat down with 
the Defcendant of Given Tudor to complete his Supper, 
and the Potation. 

The Evening was fpent by this Lady in Thanks td 

I ParfcMi Pugh for defending her Honour ; and in An- 

I fwers by the Parfon, that it was his Duty to defend 

\ every Branch of the Tudors : The Hour of Repofe 

being arrived, the Parfon, who flept in the fame Inn, 

defired to withdraw, and left Mifs Trudgeit to feek her 

Apartment. 

Now it came into the Head of this Lady Fair, that 
the Parfon could have efpoufed her Caufe in this Man- 
ner with no other Defign than that of being her Bed- 
fellow, and which ihe apprehended the Battle and 
Bldws of Mr. trudgeit had driven out of his Head. 

She therefore being of a benign Heart, and willing 
to (upply, by her Memory, what was deficient in her 
Champion's, and repay his generous Behaviour for de- 
fending her Honour, with her Charms, as Knights- 
Errant ever wifli to be repaid by their Dulcineasy de- 
termined to fteal to the Parfon's Room, -and tenderly 
confole him whiift he lay waking with the Anguilh of 
his Eye. 

The Rooms in this Inn followed one another In a 
long Gallery, in two of which the Divine and Mifs 
Trudgeit lay ; This Damfel then ftoutly refolving to 
feek her Paramour, left her own Bed in the dark, and 
ftray'd to the next Chamber-door, when opening it 
I very g*ttl^, ihe faid, * Sir, Sir, are you aileep ?' To 
I which a Voice equally foft, replied, * N<^^adam, 
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ao, come in.\ Accordingly, in Obedience to this In- 
vitation, fhe entered the fame Bed, when confoling the 
Parfon for his Sufferings, (he wonder'd he did not an- 
fwer. * Pray, Sir, are. you flecpy ?' * No,' fays this 
Perfon aloud, in his own Voice. * Oh ! Lord,' fays 
Mifs Trudgeit^ * V/here am 1 ? Who are you ? I am 
* undone ! Tell me, Sir !' pretending great Hurry to 
be goins. * Stop, flop,' fays her Bedtellow, * you muft 
' tarry here, now you are here, it is too late to make 
' another Journey to-night;' which, with fome gentle 
Perfuai]on,.{he did : It feems (he had miftaken, or did 
not perfectly know, in what Room the Divine was lodged, 
and had gone to another. 

Th£ Day appearing, who fliould be in the fame 
Bed together, vifi(>ie to one another. But Mr. Good^ 
felloiu the London Rider, who had come to that Inn, 
late that Night, much tired, and his old Friend Charlotte^ 
whom we have defcribed at the George at Hounjlvw in 
another Labour of oursj when a moft unhappy Difafter 
befel them. 

It feems this Lady, being worn out as a Girl upon 
the Town, and difcarded by thofe of thePartnerfhip f i/tf- 
drapartitey who had her alternately for three Months, 
was now turn'd ftroling Player, and having in fome Senfc 
defer ted the Character of a Whore, had modefUy taken 
to thofe of Queens and PrincefTes. 

Th e Surprize was not a little, it may be believed, on 
this renewing of old Acquaintance ; Mum was the Word, 
the Secret was kept on both Sides ; and here we end this 
Chapter for Novelty-fake^ being the hrft concluded In 
the Morning.

TH E Parfon having paflcd a fleeplefs Nirfit from 
the Anguilh of his Eye, and other Bruifes, was 
vifited hy Atifs TruJgeit, who, admoniflied by what had 
happened in the Night, Manners cl^angihg in Ladies 
frequently with Light and Darknefs, gently rapt at his 
Chamber-door J when being bid to enter, flie came,^ 
and with a Curtefy, dedred to know how he had flept, 
exprefling much Senfibility and Pain for his (uffering on 
her Account. 

T«E Parfon anfwered he felt nothing, when he 
confidered for Whom he had fought. * Cot damochee 

* there is nefer a Tudor (hall pe apufet whilft Parfon 

* Pugh can tefent hur, look yoii j *tis the Tuty of 

* every H^elciman to die for the Clory of the Tuaots,* 
This Kindnefs being returned with mucli Civility 

by the Lady, the Divine role, and came down to 
Breakfaft : It (cepis, notwithHanding this Beating was 
prjBtended not to be fe(t by the feoic Part of his Spul, 
it was v^ry fortly fp by his Body j his black Eye alio 
l^ye him fonie rain mentally, when he law it in the 
Glafs, and confidered that that ^ferfc Wafe' no great 
Recommendation tii a Parfon who was going to viiit a 
liobie Friend in qiieft of a Living; he determined 
therefore to tarry at Biddeford till the Bfacknefs fhould 
be ,w6rn away from his Eye, during which Time Mils 
Trudgeit did him the Honour to breakfaft, dine, and 
flip with him daily, pretending great Apprehenlions of 
£er being ill treated by Thwackit when ne was gone ; 
and protelling that nothing in her Power Ihould be 
t wantmg till the laft Hour of her Life, to (hew her 
Gratitude for luch a Friend. Then putting on a Tra- 
gedy Air, and taking the Parfon in her Arms, flic cry'd 
out, being a little maudlin, 
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Ob! I nvili loikHtbeet e'Oen in MaJftefi lo'ue thee: 
1M my difraaeii Senfes Jbouid fir fake me, 
TJ find fame Inters ah nvhen my p9or Heart 
Should fwage itfelf^ and he let loofe to tbime. 

This the Divine, deeply ftnick with th€ Power of 
thefe Words, faid, was too much. * Matain, it is too 

* muchy I to not deferfe all this Friendihip from you.' 
However, he was extremely fenfible, and greatly af- 
fected with this Goodnefs, and coiiftantly en^lo^ed in 
fighing the Praifes of Mi& Trudgeit, to the no little 
DiverUon of the other Actors. 

At length the Time was come when the Parfon*f 
perfonal Appearance might be &fely made at Prebit- 
cafiUt without the dread Reproach of having broken 
the Peace : He then called for his Bill from his Land- 
lord ; wh^n, lo! it exceeded the Length of his Ptirfe 
by full Bve Shillings, which Sum the Parfon alfo found 
de6cient in bis 3toc1c, without bqin^ able to explain by 
what means it could coineto piafs. 

Th is Difficulty was immediately got over by Mi6 
Trudeeity who (aid, (he believed ihe could fafely fwear 
that It dropt from hisPocket in his Scuffle with Tbwac' 
kit, and (he did not doubt but he had ftolen it. . 

The Divine then, with many Apologies, requeftcd 
this Lady to favour him with the Xoan of five Shil- 
lings to balaqcip his Account with his Holl. * Alifsi' 
fays he, * it ftall be moft faithfully repait you, look 

* you/ * Do you ttink.I doubt it ?' fays Mils Trut/ge- 
i^, * my Misfortune is, unhappy Woman that I aai* 

* that my Powers cannot anfwer to the Generoiity of 

* my Soul :"Ohl what Pain to this Heart, which beau 

* with Gratitude, not to be able to fupply fo good a 
•Friend, fo worthy a Man I Sir, 'tis impoffiblc to 

* cxprefs what Grief I feel on this Occafiqn! MyBo- 

* fom bleeds I Tis here, 'tis here, placing her Hand^ 

* on her Heart theatrically, it will not be at reft.* 
And all this emphatic Speech was fpoken wbilft the 
Parfon'a Crown, and her Benefit-money, lay fnug in her 
Ifocket. 

*Tut 
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The Divine, in this Dilemma, believing every Word - 
&e utter'd, and ae mucli affli^ed for the Lady as for 
himfi^f^ gave her great Thanks for the intended Good- 
nefs, begging her not to be in fo much Pain on hi5 
Account. * Oh I Sir, you know not how it grieves 
' me,' ^ cried, pronouncing it wkfaaSigh, and great 
Pathos. 

Iff thts Diftreis Parfon Pugh applied to J^niin Wil- 
Hams, a Matter of a IVtich Coalbark at the Key^ who 
lent hitn the Money he was indebted, and wherewithal 
to carry him to Prehf-caflle without hefitating a Mo* 
ment ; fuch bafe Hypocrlfy attends imitating the Greaty 
and fuch l^'riendflMp being but the Little. 

The Parfon then having difcharged his Bill, and 
taken a tender Parting from Mift Trudgeit^ who wat 
by rto means behindhand in pathetic Reply, mounted 
on Horfeback for the Seat of Lord Liberal^ the Race 
of Tudor fmiling internally at the Simplicity of the Di-r 
vine, who in that was furpafs'd by none of the Fathers, 
and at the £a(^ with which ihe had duped him to htt 
Purpofes for more than a Week. 



CHAP. CVIIL 

Parfon Pugh arri<ves at Probit-caftle ; his Reception. 
Lady Liberal*^ Opinion on that Divine, nvhich con* 
chtdes in the Parfon^s getting a Livingy and a Prayer 
for that noble Family^ in *wbicB that Divine does not 
refemble every Bijhop. 

THE Divine, after a long Day's Journey, arrived 
fafe at Probit-caftle, where he was mod cordi- 
ally received ; during the Road he had ftudied a Speecli 
to make at iirft being introduced to the Earl and (Joun-- 
tefa I ti^a he had fettled to his Mind, and repeated a 
thoaiand Times on the Road. Being then introduced* 
lie bow'd, and the Earl coming towards him to receive. 
hitn, he cry'd, * Stop a lettle, look you, hur whaa 

* maak hur Speech.' He then began, * My Lort and' 

* Laty, I whas come to whifh your Lortfhip, and your 

* Latyfhip, and your young Heir, long Life and Prof- 

K a * peritys 
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* peri tjr J and that the young Nobleman may be a» 

* prave as his Laty Mother, ant as hantfome as his 

* Father. Amen, pray Cot, Amen, I fay, for the Ho- 
N * nor and Clory of olt Englant,* 

This did very well, notwithftanding the Miftake in 
Bravery and Beauty, and the Parfbn was well contented 
with his Speech. 

He then gave an Account of his tarrying at BiiUe^ 
fordy and the Cauie of it ; his Heart was too replete 
with Honefty, to let the Concealment of any Thing re- 
main long in it. This Story diverted the whole Family- 
extremely. 

Strict Orders were given to the Servants not to 
fet the Ic^il feeming Difrefpeft efcape frona them towards 
this Stranger, at whofe Nativity the Leek was in the 
Afcendant; a Confteilation of great Choler to thofe 
who are bprn under it. 

T«is cordial Reception gave this old Friend great 
Satisfa^ion, and communicated extreme Chearfulnefs 
to his Behaviour, which was no little Delight to the 
happy Pair whom he ^as come to vifit. Ladj Flimjj 
and Mr. Siveettjoood were much pleafed with him ; and 
Tas he really felt and exprefled the greatcft Veneratio« 
and Efteem for the Lady and Lord of the Houfe, and 
their new born Son, he was a great Favourite of Mrs. 
Fmrchild,

* fent i and the People not feparatmg the Doftrine and 
< Duty from the Man which delivers and enforces them«. 
« will contraft a Habit of thinking lightly of thefe ef-

THE Viiit being paiTed. Lord and Lady Libe- 
ral returned to Probit-cafllhy Friendfliip iii each 
Family improving by AcquafhtaAce; a literary Cor- 
refpondence was conftantly kept up on each Side, by 
Both the Gcntfemen^ and Ladies. 

It was remarkable, that the two Families refem- 
bied each other extremely; in each the Servants 
prefs'd who fiiould firft.obey the Summons of th«ir 
Mafters and Ladies; Duty was their Delight, and 
that was always repaid by Approbation, in their Supe- 
riors ; they knew the Confcqu^nce of Quarrels and 
Miibehaviour, wias inllant Dtfmillion ; for which Rea- 
fon all was Peace and Tranquillity. The Manners of 
the Heads of thefe Families were transfufcd through 
all below, and Happmefs reigned every where. 

The Winter approaching. Lord Liberal and his 
Lady prepared to return to London ; the Heart of the 
Countefs was m piteous Taking at the leaving her 
dear little -^r/^wr, vfhich was her Son's Name.

A rural Life was the Delight of 
thefe old-faihion'd two Pair of People, Cards feldom 
made a Part of their Paflime ; they therefore fet a- 
bout conddering how to fpend their Hours in London^ 
more agreeably than in Routs,. Drums, Hurricances, 
and Tempefts. 

People of Fortune have it in their Power to chu(e 
what Company they pleafe; Lord Uheral, fince his. 
Title and Eftate were fallen to him, had ftudied. the 
Conftitution of his Country, and entertained himfelf 
with polite Literature; he had created alfo a great Plea* 
fure for the latter in Lady Uheral; her Taftc was* 
juft and elegant^ y^t fhe never fpoke her Opiuion but 
with Diffidence, and never interfered in reading or 
deciding of Writings, which by their Nature require 
much Application to underftand. Lady Flimfy was of 
the fame Difpofition; only fometimes carrying her 
Opinion a little farther, imagined that Women were 
as good Judges as Men in dfl Works of Literature, 
if they would read and apply ; Mr. S'weet'WQ9d ufed 
frequently to rally her on this Occafion ; This Gen- 
tleman, we have ^Jd, was bred a Scholar. 

The ReCblution then of thefe Ladies, with the Ap- 
probation of their Huflbands was this, that each Houfe, 
once in the Week, lliould entertain a Set of Men of 
good Senfe. and Learning with a Concert for two 
liours; which being lini^ed, the Produ(f\ions of the 
V Inter, as they came out, fhould be critically exa^ 
mined : Froni this Method, the Faults and Excellen- 
cies of every Piece • would be truly known, as fome 
would be approving, and others cifliking particular 
Parts and Paifagcs, and its leal Defcrt would certain- 
ly be difcovered at. lait 
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This, put intb Executiont was a pleaiing Enter- 
tainmenty where the Ladie.s prefiding, gave an Air of 
Decency, which nothing but the Company of Womeii 
can impart to tkat of Men: It became the Mode fo 
much, that three Ladies of Quality ablblutely difmif- ^ 
ied all Thoughts of having Routs, and began Aflem- 
blies of this Kind : But unluckily their Lords being of 
the modern Education of Lord Flimfy^ could cut no 
great Figure in that Way of Life ; wherefore, grow- 
ing tired of good Senie, the Men of Learning were 
refufed Admittance, and Sharpers, Pimps, and Game- 
fters, again took Poffeffion of their Lordlhipj, their 
Houies, and their Money. ^ 

'. Decent thclaitrical Reprefentations made a great 
Part of their Pleafure in London j but the Complaint 
was almoft univerfal, that even the inimitable Shake^ 
fpear became tirefome by frequent Repetitions, as they 
knew every Motion and Gcfture of the Aftor before 
he pronounced a Word.

* approve the Queftion; the very Nature of thofe 
*■ Votes which each Man ^tves, thus combined, with* 
' out DiHiculty, would intimidate any one of them 

* from daring to give iinglj: Pray, is not the Senfe 
' of Shame like the Fear of Death diminiilh'd byNum- 

* b?is ; the Coward lofes his Timidity in Proportion 
' to the Army in which he is engaged ; and the Man of 

* Honour his Shame in Proportion to the Numbers 

* which appear with him in the fame Cattfe ; otherwife, 

* it appears inconceivable, how Men, who have voted 

* to the Deftruflion of their Country in the Morning, 

* can expedl the Efteem of their Fellow-fubjefts after 
» Noon, and yet this is an every Day's Objeft j per* 

* haps the frequent Repetition of the lame Thing, has 

* eradicated the Senfe which originally attends it. 

* Mbthinrs, a Man who has publickly violated 

* his Honour, like a Woman who has proftituted her 

* Chaftity, (hould be fhunn'd by all honeft Men of his 

* Sex, as the Females are by all the Virtuous of their 

* own ; this public Chaftifement of their corrupted 

* Hearts would render them more cautious in their 

* M-— J Obedience; this Stigma would teach them

* look Oft and defpife, fecretly approve the Barter of 

* Integrity for Money, and laugh at thofe whofe 
^ Confcience prevents them from pawnrng their Souls 

* for the Intereft of thelx Bodies, fecretly wiihing for 
' the like Opportunity/ 

* I AM afraid what you fay> Sir, is too trtte,' rcr 
plied the Earl, ' yet I fhall prefcrve my old Way of 

* Thinking, and give that Advice which I believe my 

* Country (lands in need of; let the Sin be at the Door 

* of thofe who rejed it/ Mr. S'weetivood profeffed 
the fame Manner of proceeding; faying this, they went 
in the fame Coach each to their refpe^iva Duties.

Gratitude. 

THE Winter Seafbn was paffi, and the Lappy 
Hour arrived which was to carry back their 
Eamilics to their dear Little-ones ; Lady Liberal and 
Lady Flim{y*s Hearts panted with Joy at the Thoughts 
of foon feeing their dear little Boy and GirL 

The Journiesbein^ finiihed, the Children were prt- 
fented to the Arms ot their fond Mothers, who kifTed 
them with cxceflive Rapture, their Fathers almoft ftrug- 
gling to get in a Kifs. Then Lady Liberal turning to 
. Mrs. Fairchild embraced her with all poflible Duty j 
at the fame Time thanking her for the Care ihe had 
ftewn t6 her Son. * My Child,' fays the venerable 
Mother, * is it not my Son as well as yo«rs.^ I am 

* convinced I love him as well as you can ;* and in- 
deed the Fondnefs of this good Woman was inexpref- 
fible towards this Grandchild; fhe never forfook him 
but a few Hours at a Time, and then with Pain. 

The chief Delight of this Pair was ta communicate 
the Happinefs they felt to all who lived in any Senfe 
dependent on them ; the Farmers who rented his Lord- 
(hip's Eftate, who were moft diligent and induftrious, 
were his greateft Favourites ; he, therefore, to pro- 
mote their Happinefs> told Mr. L^'vegaod^ * that where- 

* ever an mduftrious Man feemed to want fu.licient 
« Stock on his Eftate, to lend him Money ; there arc 

* particular Times when Grafs is in greater Plenty than 

* ufuai ; at thefc Times Money muft be ufeful to buy 

* Cattle or Sheep to eat that which would be otherwile 

* ufclefly wafted j therefore, Mr. Lo^e^ood, lend tljeax 
. . ^ ' Money 
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• Monrjr at that Time to purchafe what they want ; 

• by this Meaos they will be more at Eafe, and grow 

* rich, which is a Circuraflance I much defire to ftc 

* all mj Tenants in.* 

This being obferved, all of them throve under 
their Lord, and bleft hisFootfteps wherever he went; 
not a Man on his Eftate who wo^uid not have ventured 
his Life freely in his Service. 

Lady Lihefal every Spring gave two Linen Gowns to 
two Servant Maids, which were well fpoken of hy their 
Matters and Miftrefles ; or to two Farmers Daughters, 
whofe Charafters were moft eftcejxied : His Lordfliip 
alfo prefented two new Coats to the Farmers Sons gr 
Servants, whofe Skill in Hufbandry and good Behaviour 
was moft eminent : Thefe little Prefents excited fuch 
an Emulation in all who dwelt in his'Parifh, that no 
one Servant of bad Reputation dared to feek Service In 
that Place ; accordingly the beft coming there only, 
the whole Parifli foon became a regular and good Fa- 
. mily ; and in a few 'Years all the Men had Coats, and 
the Servant Maids Gowns, from the Lord and Lady of 
the CapU ; which was as great an Honour as a Title, 
or a blueRibbandj in their Opinion, and as virtuouily 
obtained. 

By this means thofe who married together were fuch 
Kind of People, who promlfed moft to fucceed in the 
World; and when their Families encreafed v6ry faft, 
Lady Liberal affifted in providing for their Little- 
ones. 

In the whole Parilh there was not a finele Man" or 
Woman who received Pay as a poor Perlon ; there 
were three old Wom^n whofe Labour was paft, whofe 
Induftry had b^n great, and brought up large Farai- 
4ies5 thefe his Lordfliip placed in one Houfe, to afllft 
each other ; and took Care that they fhould want no- 
thing necellary to make their Lives as happy as poffi- 
ble. *rhefe three old Women his Lordfhip called his 
kept MiftrefTes, and frequently ftopt to a(k how they 
did, fmiling when he returned, andkiifed his Lady, 
faying, * Lydyy what a Hypocrite I am to kifs thee 

• with fuch Fondnefs, when I am but juft come from 

* vifiting my three kept Miftrefles.* 
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* Indeed, mj Lord, I dial! be jealoHs if you go on 

* this^Way ; I cannot fuffer it. 1 hope, however, I 

* am your favourite Sultana.' 

* IwDEEi>, you are,' replied the Earl. 

* Then I muft be ftill content, and endeavolir to 

* prcferve myfelf in that Situation,* reph'ed his Lady. 
In Truth, notwithftanding thefe three Women wer« 
filch dangerous Rivals to her Ladyfliip, (he generouHy 
forgave them, and paid them as frequent Vifits as his 
Lordfliip, never ihowing the leaft Mark of Jealoufy. 

The Incumbent had been feme Time dead, and the 
Son of the late Steward prefented ,to the Living. 

At the Time of doing this, the Earl faid, ' Sir, I 
' give you N this Living in Coniideration of the Merits 

* of your Father j and I believe you will deferve it 

* by your own, In my Opinion, much more depends 
^ on the Behaviour of a Divine, than is generally iina- 

* pined ; therefore, to complete the Defign I have put 

* in Execution, to make this Parifh happy, I muft re- 
• ' queft that you make the whole Duty of your Pro- 
' fefHon your Practice, that the Church be duly fervcd, 

* and the Parifliioners, during Sfcknefs, ftri6lly viiited j 

* the Mind at Eafe is more likely to permit the Body to 

* recover Health than when it is not fo ; and my three 

* old Ladies muft not be forgotten at fome Times.' 
This was well received by Mr: Truepnan, ftn«i con- 

ftantly obferved, by means of which this Parifh was the 
happieftin the Nation ; and this Lord'^Efteem and In- 
fluence irrefiftablc in the County. ' 

I n: the CBriflmas Holidays there were two Days Fef- 
tivity in the Ca ft ie for all the Parifh, the Farmers and 
their Children thefirft Day, and three Days after their 
Servants ; their Entertainment was equal, and the Earl 
and Countefs each Day fat at their Tables, in Company 
with their Guefts ; perhaps no Objeft could offer, to 
a grateful Mind, 'a^ more pleafmg Entertainment, than 
to behold thefe People enthufialtic in Expreffions of 
their Love to this truly noble Pair. What grateful 
Joy appeared in their Countenances, when his Lord- 
ihip and Lady Liberal, after a Glafs of Wine or two 
to their Healths, Dinner being finilhed, left them to 

enjoy 
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cnjay tbemfclvesas they pleafed f What fervent Thanks, 
and earneft Bleffings, burft from the Lips of Young and 
Old as they paifed along ! 

Such continued theHappincfs of this Lord and ht- 
4jj their Familj encreaHng in a moft beautiful Pro- 
geny, as did that of Lady F/imJy, and Mr. S'meei'wooJ^ 
at Fairland court. Every Winter thefe FamyJes met 
in Town, and every Summer alternately vi fi ted each 
other ; this with the Company of Sir Oli<ver Hearty 
and his Lady, Sir William and Lady Worthy^ and ma- 
ny other deferving Families viiiting at Frohit-cafiU^ 
made that Abode a perfe^ Panidifc.

WE muft now take our Readers acrofs the great 
Atlantic Ocean, to follow the Indian Prince, 
whofe Voyage being fwift and proprtfous, witl", we 
hope, be no difpleanng Account to our humane Read- 
ers. He was landed at the City of Neto-TorA, where 
be did not tarry two Hours after he had brought his 
Prefents on Shore j but finding fome of his own Na- 
tion, who were returning to the Town in which Dc' 
caneffora refided, he entreated their Affiftance in car- 
lying home what he had brought to that Place.

* and Prudence being excluded by Dirt alone, what 

* can we expert from luch hireling Souls, and Men 

* unequal to the Talk of conducing Armies ? 

^ Did you behold their Warriors with timorous 
« Step tread the cold Earth, aghaft whilft the bleak 

* Winds are whittling round their Heads, you would 

* fmile at the Threats they pronounce againtt our In- 

* Jian Nations ; their very Arrogance will lead them 

* to Deftruftion, if they come j their Way of Combat- 

* ing will be their own Defeat ; the very Incumbrances 

* or Houfes and Equipage, with which thev march to 

* Battle, will be inftrymental t;o their undomg, in the 

* Woods of America. . Can the pamper'dSons of Eafe, 

* whofe Limbs arc nightly enclofed in the foft Folds of 

* Linen to fliield them from Inclemency, bear the cold 

* Earth I^ke tnJian Bofoms, who fhiver not ax /Snows 

* or Tempefts, covered by the Skies alone, or Trees . 

* that fpread their Branches round them i 

* In me, and my Treatment you are defpifed j re- 

* veng^ jthe ifnfult; let thcfe Invaders fee th^X Indian 

* Nations have yet the Power'bf Vengeance j 4he.Chairi , 

* i& broken ; let the War-kettle be boiled, and arm 

* yourfejves to yoiir Defence and Honour.' 

This Speech being finifeed, the Sachems thanked 
Cahnajfatego for the great Perils he had undergone in / 
the Service of his Country. He then told them hiy 
Defign of wedding Tdrico ; when immediately the beft 
Houfe in the Town was given him» and all the Nation

TEN. thoufand Circumftancesiniuft be pafTed over 
in this Hiftory to hadea to the Concludpn ; 
every Year refembled the preceding in Love and Ten^ 
dernefs; the Earl at laft was feized with a Fever, 
which thr.eatenM him with greatDanger : During this 
Time, hzdy Lih era I Cc^iTce deferted his.Bfed, parental 
and: ftlial JLove were almbft b?uiiih'd from her Bofom ; 
her tender H^nd fupplied his Wanfs.; h^r. careful Eye 
w^ijh'd every Motion i her Weeding.Soul fympathized 
vfich evenyP^Jn, and reftlefs Hour; nor , did Ihe quit, 
hiia but totcafe her ftill Heart with weeping when it

fpr hifl Prcfervation : During his lllnefs, ecernal Enqui- 
rfefi v^refe m^de after^hid Situation,; Confterr^tion dwelt < 
op e^try Face. At length. Heaven in Pity to Mankind, 
redbred him to his lovely Countefs, bis Family, his 
Friends, the Rich and Poor : Declare this Joy, y\>u that 
wcre.WltnefTes to the genuine Exprejflions of Hearts en- 
raptured at his returning Heaflth. 

When he came abroad to thank the GocJ; of his* 
Salvation for his Recovery, the w^hole Parifti, ^ N«im- 
bters who came on Purpofe from otheri, in ^ double Row,

Accord I N o LY Maps of the antient Geography were 
provided, and TabFes formed to be learnt ; whereby, 
in a very little Time, the Eldeft were able to tell by 

heart 
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heart how every Country in Europe^ Afiay and Africa^ 
mentioned in claflic Authors, were bounded, and what 
Cities they contained ; and then trace them in the 
Maps, and point inftantly to every City, River, Moun* 
tain, or other Place of Note, as well as defcribe and 
(how all the Seas and lilands which are included in 
them. Thus, in a very little Time, they were per- 
fe£tly acquainted with antient Geography, and being 
indulged with a Pair of Globes, became Proficients in 
Modern ; the very little ones, by being delighted with 
the Globes, in feeing their Brothecs, had learned half 
what is neceflary to be known of this ufeful Part of 
Science almoft as fgon as the Letters, 

At the fame Time this was doing. Lady Liberal for^ 
bade any Perfon to iniinuate that they knew more than 
other Children, yet always commending them for do- 
ing well ; nor was It ever fuffered to be mentidned be- 
fore them in Converfation, that they knew what others 
of their Age were unacquainted with.

'* fhine much in complete Manhood/ 

* Well obfervcd, Lydy^' fays the Earl, 'you will 
' make an excellent School-miftrefs, I proteft.' 

* Under fo great a Mafler, how can I fail?' replied 
the Countefs'with a Smile. 

In the mean Time, whilft the Underftandings of 
thefe Children were improving, the Earl by no means 
omitted infliu6ting their Hearts. He was a great PiA'- 
mirei of Xempbon, and the Per/fan Education defcribed 
in the Works of that moft elegant Author. 

With this View he inftilled into his Progeny the 

Principles of Juftice, Honour, Integrity, Love of Re* 
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liji;ion, and of Truth. He often fei^ed little Circum- 
ftances of Theft, Fraud» Maiedifbon and Falihood. 
and heard their Sentiments on thefe Matters ; then 
fixed their Notions of them as they ought to be. He 
frequently invited the Children in the Neighbourhood 
to play with his little Troop, and watched the Emo- 
tions of their young Hearts, to difcover whether Love 
of Power or Equality, Humanity, or Infenfibility to 
Diftrefs, Anger, Revenge, Piide, or other Faffions 
ieemed to be in Nature the Afcendant in their Confti- 
tiftion ; thus by the budding Leaves he difcovered 
w];iat Flower the Plant would bear; Information, or 
unjuft Accufation, were inevitably puniihed'amongf): 
tbem; The Fear of Shame was the grand penal Law, 
Wrhich was inftituted to hang over their Heads. 

Those Crimes, to which in moft Kingdoms Legif- 
lators have affixed no Puniihmenty were (everely pu- 
niihed by this legiilative Father : Ingratitude was held 
as the mod debafing A^ of human Nature; becaufe 
all Obfervatkon* has confirmed^ that Minds tinctured 
with this Vice are irreverent to their God and Parents, 
unfeeling for their Friends and Country : Befides this. 
Impudence is ever found the infeparable Inmate of un- 
grateful Souls ; this of all other Crimes feems moil ef- 
fe^ually to lead to every kind of ignonuniousAftion. 

Amongst the Virtue^, Temperance was held in 
great Efteem; becaufe it had been pbferved, by his Lord- 
&ip, that nothing depreciates human Nature fo efFedtu- 
ally a&the fordid Vice of Gluttony and Debauch. 

Honour, the Contempt of Riches, and patrial 
Love, were ftrenuoully inculcated into their tender 
Bpfoms ; and' a profound Reverence for thefe Objeds 
was fo deeply engraven on their Minds* that no future 
Cpofideraticm ^s able to eraie the Influence : Such was 
the Inilru^ion and Education of this noble Family.

ing to the original Deiign of Providence, and as it ap- 
pears to the Eyes of a fond Parent; but with that

* Flimfy^ who knows its Value, and has proved it af- 
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* fo» has acquainted l^dy Prohit with this Rule. '~Mf 

* Son, no Father can wifh a Child Happmefs with 
' more Sincerity than I do you, and.no Father has

This Counfel was received with gre^t Marks of

* fcrved it very frequently creates a filfe one for thefe

* Time is a fironger Prejudice in Favour of the Man- 

* ners of their own Country than they truly deferve ; 

* or a Contempt for them, which is equally erroneous: 

* In Truth, the Information which young People get 

* by Travelling, is, I am afraid, of little Service ; 

* and they generally lofe in the Qualities of the 

* Heart, what is dearly purchafed by the fmall Im* 

* provement of their Underftandingj the good Citizen 
' lufFers in the acquired Knowledge of the Man of the 

* World.' 

. * If my Lord could travel between thirty and for^ 

* ty, when he had previoufly fixed in his Mind the 

* Principles 
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Principles on which Mankind proceed, and tarry 
long enough In the various Countries of Europe to 
obferve how all the Objefls of Religion and Go- 
vernment operated on the Minds of the Inhabitants, 
I am of Opinion nothing could be more beneficial 
or inftruftive ; but to be led from State to State by a 
Sivifs or a Scotchman^ gazed at in the diiFerent Courts 
of Europe like an Exotic, to learn the Terms of the 
fublime Arts, the Catalogue of Painters and Statua- 
ries, the afFe£led Rapture of Italian Muiic, and all 
the long Liil of Admiration, which generally fills 
the Minds of thefe Travellers, is fcarce worth 
while. 

* Setting afide the fafhionable Prejudice in Fa- 
vour of thefe Things, is it worth the Pains, my Lord, 
of travelling to Bailee to difcover that a Cornifh, 
Freeze, or Architrave, differs a Quarter of an Inch 
from what is to be found in Greece and Rome in the 
fame Orders? Ruins of all Things in the fame A re hi « 
tefture are the mofl alike, and the lea ft worth run* 
ning much Rifque to vifit, according to my unfaflii- 
onable Appreheniion. Of what Import is it to dif- 
cover <liat Travellers have err'd ten Feet in the 
Meafure of an Egyptian Pyramid; or in the Infcrip- 
tiod of a Tomb (tone erected to a Centurion in the 
tenth Legion in fome Town in lialy, whether it be 
A, or V turned upiide down by Miftake. What 
Head need be engraved with more Skill, or how can 
it be more elegantly fet, than this in this Seal, whick 
was done by Mr. RuJbT' taking out his Watch. * I 
can encourage the Arts o{ England without feeing 
Romiy and with Pleafure j particularly when the 
Charafters of the Artift adds a Value to the Excel- 

' lence of the Workmanfhip.' 

• My Lord,' fays Lord Nicknackerton^ to be fure 
' the Things is very well for a modern Performance ; 
■ but you will permit me to fay you do not feem to 

enter into the true Spirit of this Knowledge j there 
! is a fomething, a jene fcai quoi, that is inexplicable 
' to others, a Sort of a refined thinking, which runs 
' through all Man^s Converfation who is deep in thefe 

Things, and has travelled.' 
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* It may be fo.' fays the E?irl, * but I have ob(erv* 

* ed many Gentlemen going good Scholars from their 

* own Country, who have vifited the VillaV of Tullj 
•' and Horace, the Tombs of Firgi! and Li^y^ the 

* Porticos of the Stoics, and Temples at Athens^ and 

* loft in the Voyage the Sentiments of thefe Authors. 

* whilft they were villting the Places they lived 

* in.' 

* It may be fo, my Lord, I cannot anfwer for 

* that, every Nobleman has his Manner of thinking; 

* my Lord, your moft obedient Servant,* anfwered 
Lord NuknackertQfif taking his Leave of the Earl, 
defpifing the confined Notions of this Nobleman, and 
pitying the State of his Son, who was married and 
fix'd without having feen the World. 

Now Lord Nicknacierton, was unlike the Earl Z»i- 
herai in every Thing ; he had dipt his Eftate to pur- 
chafe Trifles; harafs'd his Tenants to extort Money;

* My Lord Probity who will reprefent the County of 

* De^ony I believe, next Eleftion, may have this 

* Houfe; I am weary of fruitlefs Endeavours for the 

* Good of this poor exhaufted Kingdom, which has 

* been fo long the Gold-mine of Germany,, whilft wc 
*. have been the Slaves digging the Ore for the little 

* Princes of that Empire, under tbe foothine Name of 

* a free People. No Man can upbraid me tor appear- 

* ing no more in Public, when every Hope of Succefs 

* is extinguiflied ; we will, therefore, my Dear, re- 

* tire to the Shades, oi Probit-cajlley and there enjoy 

* the Remains of Life in all that chearful Tranquillity 

* which has ever attended us/ 

' Nothing can be more agreeable to me than this 

* Refolution; Londony you know, my Lord, has ne- 

* ver been my favourite Abode, and is now lefs a- 
^ greeable than ever: I love more Repofe than is 

* to be found in this Place of Diftraftion and Hurry.* 
During this^ Time, however, an Accident hap.- 

peaed which gave Lady Liberal more Pain than fh^ 
nad known for many Years paft. 

It feems a young Gentlewoman whofe Name wa» 
Lucy Sprightly^ had been bred up by a certain maiden 
Lady, an Acquaintance of Lady Laberars, and treated 
in the following Manner.

* every thing in Abundance, difmiffed me with his 

* good WiflicB, and Promife of continued Frienrifhip, 

* bidding me Jbe honeft : Your Ladyfliip, I never can 

* forget 
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* forget h, kifTed me tenderly; and wifhitig me all 

* Happinefs, dropt a filent Tear, which has fince gi- 

* ven me infinite Delight by refle^ing oft what Interefl 
' * I had in your Heart. 

* Soon after embarking in the Thames on-board a 

* Ship, which was bound to Leghorn^ we had fcarce 

* pa(s'd the Straits of Gibraltar^ when a Storm, 
"• which our Veflel was not able to refift, drove us on 

* the Coaft of Africa, Here we were Shipwreck'd, 

* and every human Creature on board but myfelf pe- 
« rifted.' 

* This Calamity we learnt, only with this DifFe- 

* rence, that you were drown'd alfo,' fays Lady 
Liberal i * fince which Time, looking upon you as no 

* more; and no Account having been eyer received 
' of your being faved from the Storm> we concluded, 

* not without much Af&i6tion, that you then left this 

* World alfo.' • Alas !. my Fate, Madam, was for. 

* mmny Years infinitely more deplorable than thofe 

* who perifhcd in the Waves; Millions of times did I 

* curfe the Hour of my Prefervation; Millions of 

* times envy their happy Lot who perifh'd in Liberty. 

* Yet I mufl owji at firfl, when 1 perceived myfelf 

* fafe on-ihore, the Idea of Prefervation communicat- 

* ed a Joy beyond all ExprefTion to my Heart : this, 

* however, was foon banifhed from my Bofom ; thofe 

* Men who took me, carried me to Algiers^ and there 

* fold me as a Slave ; here it was your Ladyfhip will 

* will believe that Life foOn became a Torment; and, 

* the Fate of thofe who were fhlpwreck'd, theconfhmt 

* Envy of my Soul. . 

* My Labour Was exceffive, doom'd to make and car- 
< ry vafl Burthens of Mortar to thofe who were build- 

* ing my Mafler's Houfe; my Shoulders were worn to 
« the Bones ; I frequently fainted with Excefs of Pain, 

* and Weaknefs ; when without Mercy I was whipp'd 

* to my Toil again : Many times did I refolve to end 
' this miferable Being ; but fomething flill feemed to 

* whifper to my Heart that better Days were com* 

* ing, and held my Hand from the ralh A^ of Sui- 

* cide.' 
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* At length a Servant of the Houfe told me, that 
the Daughter of my Mafter had feen my Diftrefsi 
and in pity to my Mifery, would afhft me with Wo- 
mensCioaths, and thus endeavour to procure my 
Efcape ; that I ihould learn at what Time an £ff- 
^ijb Ship was in the Port, and ^ then fhe would 
provide me With this Difguife; and promote my 
Flight.' 

* Judge what Impreffion this Account made in my 
Heart ; I thanked her with infinite Gratitude, pro- 
tefted that nothing but Death ihould efface the Good- 
nefs (he offered me : She then faid that Love was 
the Caufe of this Undertaking in her young Mii^ 
trefs$ and ihe hoped* in Gratitude to this Ad, 
that fhe might exped to find fome Interefk in my Af^ 
fedions. 

■ I ANSWERED, that BO Heart could he infenfible 
to fuch celeilial Generofity, and that mine fhould 
never fuffer her Image to be erazed from it ; that if 
I fucceeded, I would foon be there again concealed 
in an Englijb Veffel, and find fome means to carry 
her away, when fhe fhould be my Wife, and prove 
how much my grateful Soul was capable of loving, 
and returning this Mercy, She was indeed beaut^ 
ful, for I had feen her through the Window, and 
frequently obferved her with a Face of CompafH- 
on looking on my Miferies as I labour'd. 

* There was now an Englijb Ship in the Port, 
and Intelligence of this being given to my Deliver- 
er, I was provided with the Cloaths of a Female 
Servant 5 when finding an Opportunity to drefs my- 
felf in this Habit, I efcaped unobferved thro' the 
People of the Family : My Soul trembled within mc 
as I walked along ; the Port was in fight ; the Vcf^ 
fel before mine Eyes: But, alas! fuch was my ill 
Fortune, my Abfence was difcovered ; 1 was purfii- 
ed and taken. 

* Judge what was my Horror at this Moment of 
my being feized ; I implored them to put me in- 
flantly to death, thro' Dread of the coming Tor- 
ture J they dragged me back to my remorfelefe Ma A 
ter, who demanding from whom 1 hsA the Garments 
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10 which I was drefsM, (wore he would ^ive me ten 
thoufand Strokes on the Soles of my Feet ir I did not 
difcovcr it. 

* Bound hf Honour, by Love, by Gratitude, by 
all that is facred, as I was, I obftinately refufed to 
anfwer, and fufiFered this iiexprefTible Putiiihment^ 
unrevealing who had conveyed this Habit to me. 
Good God I what Pains did I endure, coinpeird i6 
work on thefe Feet which had been beaten to tjiat 
Degree, the only RemilCon from Torture wa?, 
whilft I fainted with excefs of it ; ftill I know not 
why, amidft my Agonies when Life was Horror on- 
ly, fomething fuggefted happier Moments awaited 
me ; whether f his be the conunon Effefl of Hope 
alone in Man, I kadw not ; but I have been per- 
fuaded it was fomething more in my Bofom. 

* I WAS now doom'd to the Gailies* and being 
chained to the Oar with aking Heart, imprecating 
Vengeance, rowed the Barbarians to the Attack of 
European Ships. It was then the Star of better For- 
tune (eemed to rife upon me ; I procured njy Re-^ 
Jeafe from this execrable Situation : A Spanijb Ship, 
which the Moors attacked, happily proved too ftrong 
for its I iwhen . the Gratly being taken, we were (et 
free, and thofe who had been our tyrannic Maflersf 
were in their Turn doom'd to Slavery. Judge of 
my Joy at this Releafe; yet fuch was the /biguiihof 
my Heart for what I had fuffered, and the Dread of 
falling amn into that execrable Sjtate, I never clof- 
ed my Eyes till . we were landed fafe at Cadisa^ 
where this Ship was bound, and belonged to. 

* When my Feet firft touched the Earth, what 
Tranfport did my Soul conceive ! How did 1 pour 
my Thanks to Heaven for the Deliverance! Naked 
as I was, my Soul was filled with Rapture ; dedi- 
tute of all Things \ feemed to want nothing. Such 
were my Senfations at touching the hofpitable Shores 
of Spain i yet for many Years I never clofed my 
Eyes without being haunted by the return of my paft 
Slavery. During the four Years of my Captivity I 
had learnt, amongft my Fellow-ilaves, who were Spa* 
niards, (he Unguage of 5/,,iV,. andJ^^|[^w^L 
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* At my landing ^tCaJisa the Merchant who was Own- 

* er of the Ship which delivered me from the Hands 

* of th«fe Sarharians^ finding I had been well educat- 

* ed, and that I underftood Merchants Accompts, in- 

* clined to take me into hisBufinefs; particularly as I 

* fliould be ufeful to him in writing Englijb L-cttcrs. 

* And why did not you write to me then,* fays. 
Lady LiheraJ, * Madam, I cannot fay,' he anfwer- 
cd., * You had fome Reafon (ure,* (ays the Countefs. 

* I muft tell you the Truth ; I had written feveral 

* Letters from Barhaty^ and having received no An- 

* fwer, I concluded you were dead j and, tlierefore, 

* declined that Duty which I owed you. 

* With this Gentleman I lived ha'ppily, and in- 

* crcafed in Efteem : he found me honefi:^ and: gave 
« irte Confidence. I would have rcvifited Algiers^ aS 

* I had promifed my intended Deliverer; but had not 

* Means to effe6l it : Alas my Misfortunes had Dot 
^ yet reached the Goal. Don Lofesi was x>ld, and his 

* Wife was young 5 (he had frequently beheld me with 

* an Eye which iignified more than Idefired to know : 
^ To ftorten this Account, fhe loved me, and found 

* means to declare her Paffion for roe. 

* This Difcoverv was .the Caufe of much real 

* Pain to me : I had received fuch diftinguifbed Marks 

* of Favour from my Matter, that none but a Man» 
« loft to all Senfe of Gratitude, could indulge a fin- 

* gle Thought of injuring him in fo elfential a Point 

* as that of violating his Bed. I knew, at the fame 

* time, his Wife, who was beautiful, would never 

* bear the Idea of her Charms being negledled, and 

* the Offers of her Perfon contemned. 

* These Affronts few Women of any Nation bear, 
'« and the highfpirited Spani/b Ladies theleaft of any : 

* However, I was refolved, let what would be the 

* Event of it, not to injure the Man who had treated 

* me with fuch exccffive Goodnefs. I therefore, 

* without rejedUng the Di ft in^ion which his Lady in- 

* tended me, delayed the Hour of Ailignation, and 

* pofitive Anfwer. 

Nothing is fo fubtle as a Spanijb Woman's Soul; 

* ihc inftantly forefaw my Defign ; being ftung to the 

• Heart 
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* Heart with this Contempt of mine for her Beauty 

* and AfFeAion, the Thought of having laid berfelf 

* open to my Difcovery, and the Dr^ad of my reveai- 

* ing it, adding a farther Incentive 5 (he herfelf began 

* with informing my Mafter, that I had made Over- 
^, tures of Loyc to her. , 

* Inra€£D as Don LQ/>ez was on this Occadon, I 

* met his Anger with much Firmnefs, and apparent 

* Innocence ; I defended myfelf well from what hq 

* urged againft me,; I aifured him that this muft come 

* from my Enemies ^ and that his Lady would do me 

* the Juftice to clear me from all Intention of that 

* kind f and that his Goodnefs to me would never have 
*' permitted n\y , Heart to entertain an Idea of that 

* bafe and criminal .Nature. 

^ This Lady* then finding I did not retaliate herlnr 
' juflice, be^n -to abate in the Vigour of her Purfuit, 

* and Rcfentment a little fubfided j however, it was 

* impoflible I could tarry with Don Lopez ; a Spanijb 

* Heart, once touched with the livid Colour of Jea- 

* loufy, is nevef waded free from that Stain again ; 

* and I was determined not to deilroy his future Peace 

* by revealing his Lady's Behaviour: All my Hopes of 

* Partnerfhip in thisHoufe were now at an End, and 

* my parting from it was refolved j notwithftanding 

* which, not being difmifled on difhoneft Terms, Dpij 
f .Z^9^2:. recommended me, to Don Antonio Perez ^ who 

< had vaft Deajings in MfA-Ziro ; tKis'Qentleman, whQ 

* knew my Charafter, a/ked if I would fetjtle in Ne^ 

* Sfain, there you may make your Fortune in a few 

* Years, as I believe no one will difcovev that you 

* are not a Native of this Country, by your manner 

* of fpeaking the Language : ThatCircumltance, howr 
*.^yjer^ you muft keep fcj^rptjjPr it will prove fatal to 

' Thus inftriifted I left Spain, and arrived fafe in 

* Mexic(^y where being indulged with great Commif^ 

* fions from ;th^ Gentleman ,who (ent me, and from 
^ many others who approved of my Conduft ; I foon 

* became rich, and thought of fending my Effe6ls, by 

* degrees, to Europe, and return to Englandy to fpend 

< my remaining Life in quiet. 
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* As I was bufied in contriving the beft Method, and 

* entertaining my Imagination with the Thoughts of 
f reviiitii^ my native Land in Splendor, walking in 

* the Evening in afi Avenue which was divided from a 

* Garden walled round, I heard the moft muiicai 
f Voice th^t had ever touched my Ears, finging a 

* plaintive Song, and hy liftening atlJentively, I per- 

* ceived ihe was without Company; the Manner of 
' the Singing inclining me to be of that Opinion, as it 

* feemed more to eafe a Heart in folitary Anxiety, 

* than for the Entertainment of Co'mpany. 

* I KNEW this was the Garden of the Vicerojj 

* belonging to a little Houfe where he generally 

* kept his moft favourite Miftrefs, to which fie fi:e- 

* quently retired to pafs away the Evenings in her

- * In the Mountains of Mexico 1 was employed to 
i: dig the Silver Ore, to waih it, and mix the Quick- 
f iflhrer with the Metal ; my. Life would fopn have ^er- 
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niinjitecl in this Employ, which was now my only 
Confoiation j my Hopes of Freedom having entirely 
forfaken me : But the Viceroy dying foon after this 
Lady, a Friend, who'loved me mmh, aAdfucceeded 
to that Honour tillv another was appointed from "S^iriw, 
freed me from this Slavery, and brought me back to 
Mexico. /' 

* Tins Gentleman had but one Daughter, the Hdir- 
efs of immenie PoifeiBons ; he had alvrays entertained 
a favourable Opinion of my Heart, and imaginecj I 
would make a kind Hulband, which the Spaniards 
feldom prove to thofe they wed : He had an infinite 
T6idern6fs fof his Daughter ; and as I had fre- 
quently entertained him with Accounts of EngUJb 
Wives, arid th^ir Manner of living, he had conceived 
a Thouglit of one Day fettling his Daughter with 
me, and fixing her in England. The young Lady 
was beautiful ; and though I confefs the former Paf- 
fion was not yet crazed from my Soul at his offering 
me hi<s Daughter, induced by her Fortune I married 
her. 

'The Charms of her Perfon, and Swectnefs of hef 
Difpoiition, won upon my Soul,, and foon mlde m;; 
fond of her to Excefs. My dear Antometia t my pro- 
pofedBlifs, was fruft rated there alfo. 

* After we were married, her Father, who had 
formerly relblved we flould fail for Europe^ and fet- 
tle i» Englrmd^ could not now bear the Thoughts of 
parting with his only Child; we loved each other 
extremely ; flie was full of Duty, and I of Gra- 
titude i we tarried, and fhe expired in her firft Child-* 
bed. 

* Her Father did not long furvive thisdarling Child i 
when dying, he bequeathed me two hundred thoulan^ 
Pounds, more than one half of which being remitted 
to Englandy I am now come to enjoy, and let the reft 
follow, if it can. 

* ThIs is my Story ; which fhews, that at the End 
of the thorny Paths of Affliftion, (lands the Templt 
of Reward; and that, though. the Way be craggy, 
difficult, .and winding, there is Succefs affixed by Pto- 
vidence for thofe who perfevere with Patience.'

Univerfal AffliQion reigns over 
the Hearts of all prefcnt. 

THIS Hiftwy being concluded. Lady Liberal and 
the Earl fincercly welcomed him from ib many 
Efcapes, and fo happy an Event : Mr. Clinch then 
taking a very large Diamond from his Pocket, fet in 
a Ring, defired the Countefs to accept it as a fmall 
Token of that Eftecm and Duty which he owed her

V The Ear! and Countefs now grew old apace, an<d 
yet in their Behaviour to each other, 'there was the 
fame Tendernefs and Affcdiion ' which accompany the 
y'oung Hourjs of Love in the fondeft Pairs.

Tfl B Sermon was to be preached by Mr. ^rueman^ 
the Divine whom we have already mentioned, whofe 
Life, had anlwered to theDuty offaisProfeilion, and 
the Love of his Pariihibners beca the Confequence of 
it ; his Reverence for this Lord and Lady was exceffive j 
whiift he was compofing the Funeral-oration, his 
Tea^s (lained the Paper a thoufand Times; whilft hk 
was delivering it to the weeping Audience, Sighs and 
rifing Sorrow interrupted hrrai from proceeding every 
Minute.

SOME time after the Deceafe of this noble Pair, 
his Lord(hip*s Will was opened, where all his 
Tenants had fomething left them to buy Mourning; 
his Servants Annuities to make their lafl Days comfort- 
able; and many Friends fome flight Remembrance of 
his Friftndfhip in Rings, and other Prefents : Lovefrood 
had a Legacy of a thoufand Pounds, mentioned as a 
Mark of his Lord(hi|Cs Efteem for his Integrity. 

In the Will was mentioned alfo that his Monument 
fiiould be plain, confining of a Marble Urn, and an 
Infcription below ; this was not to be eredted till af- 
ter the Death of himfelf, and his Countefs. The '

in a better Situation. At bngth this faithful Servaitt 
yielded to Years and Sorrow j and as his Uft Requeft 
was to be deposited as i^ear aspofiible te his Lord and 
Lady* the Earl ordered him to be interred in the Family 
Vaiut, convinced that the Aft.es q(^ a Man, whofe Life 
V^as one <;ontinued Exercife of Truths Jntegrity.and Juf- 
tice, whatever might have been his Birth, cannot con* 
taminate the Remains of thofe who are noblj born. 

Five Dajs after his In^rment, his Will was open- 
ed, in wliich he had given his whole Fortune, which 
was confiderable, to his Lord and Lady, if they fur- 
vived him; if notf it v^as tq be diftributed amongft 
the Family, the Earl being the Heir, and the great- 
eft Favour ite> swa;^ iiwft diftinguiihed by the Value of 
the Legacy. 

His Lofs was much lamented ty all the ProBii Fa- 
mily, and all the Farmers, a Thing not very com<^ 
monly happening between Stewards and Tenants. 

Thus lived and died Francis LavegoeJ, of mean 
Bifth^ yet not, unworthy the Imitation of bis Fellow 
Creatures, or difbonourable to his Creator.

the Countefs writing to them that they would be pre- 
(ttit to pay their Duty as foon as poilible.

TH E Earl bein^ now poiTelTed of the Family Ti-' 
lie, his Behaviour was exa^ly what it had ever 
been, the direct Copy of his Father's ; and his Lady's, 
in like manner, that of her Mother and Mother- in- Law.

*. their Country / was the general Voice. 

AccoRpiNCLY the Day before the Ele^ion, the 
Earl, attended by every Gentleman of Edate in the 
County, came to the City of Exeur, whither every 
Man of forty Shillings a Year had travelled ; many 
fifty Miles on Foot, to vote for Lord Pro^ii ; except 
the following, Sir Willifim f^hi/^fiiuh^ Sir Tim^Ay 
Venal^ their Candidate, and their Dependants, the 
Cuftomhouie Officers. Excife-men, Pre(byterian8, Qua- 
kers, Independaota^ AnabapdiU, and their Teachers* 
Receivers of tbe Land-tax, and a few others of tke 
&me Stamp; theie fading how infinitely fuperior the 
Friends of the Earl were to theirs ; and knowing that 
tho* getting an Elcftion by Scoundrels may be coun* 
tenanced by Succefs, that ioiing it in fuch Company 
h no fmall Ignominy, reiinquifhed the Defign, and gave 
ikis noble Lord no Trouble on the Day of Jthe Poll. 

Thus ended the Attempt of thJs corrupted Po(rc, 
to defeat the I;itereft of Probity and Honour ; and 
thus may all be defeated who oppofe their Country's 
Welfare. 
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CHAP. CXXXI. 

The good Effe^s of a 'virtuous Life defcend to Poflerity^ 
exemplified in mys^ as -voell as the bad Ones to tbffe 
4tf a different Life. 

AT this time the youngeft Son of the Earl of Li* 
beral, and of Sir William Whipjiitchf were at 
Tiverton School ; and as B075 will be imitating Men, 
the fame Oppofition began in the young Hearts of 
their Sons, that appeared m the Anions of their Fathers 1

School' Hours heing finifhed, and the Boys in the 
Court before the Houle, Proi,t bade his followers 

tarrj 
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tarry behind, and went alone to young Whip Hitch ^ to 
a[k him what he meant by throwing Refie^lions oa 
his Family^; • Sir/ fays he, * you know how eafily I 

• could make Reprifals for the Lyes which you have 
"* uttered I and by telling Truth throw an Ignominy 

• upon your Family, which nothing can remove ; but 

• I hold in Contempt fuch unmannerly Attempts ; how- 

• ever, though I do not chufe to return SlanJer for 

• Slander, ! mfift on your a(king my Pardon, or giv- 

• ing me Satisfaction by fighting me.' 

• What with all the School on your Side,' replied 
Whipftitch, * This I imagined would be urged as an 

• Objedtion by you,' anfwered Probity * but I will tell 

• you apart where you and I will meet and decide this 

• alone/ 

• How do I know you will come alone ?*' fays 
Whipflitch: 

• You fhall have my Honour for it,* replied -Prc^/V. 
This was not thought convenient to be trufted to 

by the other, • Then you fliall take a Slap in the Face,' 
he continued, and charging his Company not to come 
near him on any Account, he ftruck him a Blow on 
the Face ; Courage was wanting to the Baronet's Son, 
and no Return being made, he fald, • I perceive 

• you are like all other Boys, who are Lyars, a Cow- 

• ard alfo : Henceforth fpeak not ill of my Family, if

Having faid this he returned to his Company, 
when they aflced him why he had not lick'd him hear- 
tily.

Thus the Love of Truth and Virtue, the Efteem 
for generous Aftions, and Wifdom, defcend from

All the Parifh and Country were of the fame Opi- 
nion, and a certain Coolnefs appeared in their Faces^ 
which the Earl could not explain ; he therefore em- 
ployed Mr. Trueman to difcover the Caufe, which be- 
ing eaiily found, his Lordfhip was pleafed with the

' ed this noble Perfon !' vJ^ere the Exclamations ; then. 

* How juft was Heaven in thus rewarding fuch fupc- 
^ rior GoodneCsT they cried, whilft the Tear-waihed 
Eye furveyed the fcvere Trials which this deferving 
Lady fuftained in her Youth. 

1'he fecond Range contained the generous A£tion» 
of the Earl, and his Lady after Marriage j here the 
Gazers traced their own Stories in the figured MarWe 
with Delight. 

* See my Lord in this, giving the Labour of Age,. 

* the Reward of full Vigour,* Sys one. 

* Here, ' fay^ anotherj * is Mr. Lovegoed by my 

* Lord's Orders, lending me Money, to increafe my 

* Stock, which enables me now to live at Eafe in my 
' older Days : For ever blelfed be his Name for that 

* Goodnefs. In this Piece,' fays a Farmer's Wife, * Sec 
' with what Sweetnefs my Lady is rewarding me when 

* young, for having behaved according to her Liking} 

* I (hall never forget the Day.' 

And in this, fays another, * Look, fhe is delivering 
' me, and feveral other Children* to the Care of Mrs. 

* .fVakelyy for our Education. See with what Beauty 

* /he looks ; to her I owe all the Happinefs of my Life.' 
The Anions of Mr. Lo<vegpod wh-^a a common Ser- 
vant, and as Steward, were confplcuoufly fhewn in fe- 
veral Pieces. 

The Diftrefs of Lady Liberal, when her Lord wns 
fickj and his grateful Acknowledgment to Heav^ii 
For the Mercy of Recovering; fiiied other Marble 
Pannels. , 
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In one Piece the whole County throngs to offer hitn, 
and their Country their Service. 

In another you faw their difpleafed Countenances 
when the Earl read the Letter which refufed him the 
Power of arming his Friends, in Defence of his Coun- 
try. In Faft, the whole Lives of this truly virtuoua 
and noble Pair, were placed to View, where inilead 
of ranfacked Cities, (laughtered Thoufands, Temples 
prophaned, weeping Widows and Orphans, the wretch- 
ed Victims of Ambicion, nothing but the mild Lef- 
fons of Religion, Virtue, and Humanity were exhibit.- 
ed to View j Alliens fuch as Heaven looks on and 
approves, rendering Service to Humanity.

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Man and Wife; at leaft in fome Degree ; nothing 
which fo dillinftly charafterifes NobiHty from others. 

This we readily confefs, and with Defign we have 
written in this Manner, that the Precepts ot their Lives 
may lead to Praftice, not Vifion ; and not, forgetting 
Humanity, drawn perfe6l fpeculative Beings, U> fub- 
Jimated above the Species, that the Eye of Reafbn 
aches to behold them at fuch Diftance ; Creatures of 
a Writer's Fancy, corfipofed all of Ethereal Excel- 
lence, fuch as never did or can, exift in Nature, a 
Group of Figures fo gay and glaring without the 
*)hade of Human Weaknefs to give the Parts Relief, 
and Vrayefemblance, that the knowing Eye turns from 
beholding them, diffatisfied with the unnatural Pifture. 

This we have avoided, not for the above Reafbn 
alone, but for this, left fuch Portraits being once de- 
lineated as real Exiftences, and being conceived as Co- 
pies of true Nature, the fan)e Con^qucnces may fuc- 
ceed which we have known happen to Minds tinctur- 
ed with Religion, where the Teachers have made the 
obtaining Htaven on Condition of fuch Purity of Life 
a? fcarce ever Mortal reached, and the Accefs lb dif- 
ficult to that blcffed Manfion, that many, defpairing 
of the attaining that exalted Happinefs, have become 
t^efponding by Melancholy ; and others, thinking it 
iinpoffible, dropt all Thoughts of endeavouring to ob- 
tain it at all. 

In like Manner the Readers of thefemore than hu- 
man Pictures of Humanity, fancying there are corref- 
} ending Charafters in Nature; and perceiving it im- 
poflibie to reach the Pcrftdlions of fuch exalted Be- 
ings, grow difpleafed with themfelves and their In- 
feriority ; when diffatisfied, and renouncing all Pur- 
fuit of thefe Qualifications which are attainable to the 
Degree of making themfelves an-inblej or becoming 
Hypocrites, in aMedting thofe vtiy Excellencies which 
they perceive they cnnnct aitiiin to,- are made worfe 
'Creatures by fuch Leflons, than they would have been 
if left to undifguifcd and uninftruCtcd Nature.
